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Census Coming 


The 1930 U.S. cen- 
sus will be released in 
April. Researchers will be 
able to search the census 
at National Archives 
Buildings in Washington, 
D.C., and in regional ar- 
chives on April first. Mi- 
crofilm copies of the cen- 
sus should be available at 
Family History Centers 
and major libraries 
throughout the country 
shortly after April 1 (if 
they already have it on 
order). Unfortunately, 
most of this census is not 
indexed. When the census 
was taken, each area was 
divided into enumeration 
districts. These enumera- 
tion districts were outlined 
on maps. Microfilm of

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New On 
Interlibrary Loan 


Interlibrary Loan has been 
one of the primary ways to 
obtain copies of census mi- 
crofilm and local histories 
without having to travel. 
Recently, the availability of 
book resources via interli- 
brary loan increased 
greatly. The National Ge- 
nealogical Society and the 
St. Louis Public Library 
have entered into an agree- 
ment to place the circulat- 
ing collection of the Na- 
tional Genealogical Society 
in the St. Louis Library and 
to make these resources 
available to all researchers 
via interlibrary loan.

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ABIJAH WELLS, attor- 
ney, of the firm of Wells 
& Curran is a son of 
William R. and Betsey 
K. (Skinner) Wells, both 
of whom were born and 
reared in Orange 
County, N. Y. They 
married, June 2, 1832, 
in Susquehanna County 
Pa., and in 1845 "came 
West," locating in La 
Salle County, Ill. The 
year 1856 found them 
located on Illinois 
Creek, Nemaha County, 
Kan., where they lived 
about nine years, com- 
ing thence to their pres- 
ent home, Seneca, 
where on June 22, 1882, 
their "golden wedding" 
was fitly celebrated by 
the assembling of a large 
party of relatives and 
friends, and the be- 
stowal of suitable pres- 
ents and reminders that 
the fine old couple had 
happily passed the 
"fiftieth mile-stone" of 
their wedded life. Abijah 
Wells was born June 12, 
1840, in Susquehanna 
County, Pa., was edu- 
cated in La Salle Il., 
and in the Kansas Agri- 
cultural College. In 
1867, he, after teaching 
school three years, was 
elected Clerk of the Dis- 


trict Court; served out 
his term; was elected 
Register of Deeds; re- 
elected; then elected 
County Superintendent 
of Instruction, serving 
in that capacity from 
1874 to 1877. Mr. 
Wells has studied law 
from the time he was 
twenty-three, and in 
1866 was admitted to 
the bar of his county. 
The present partnership 
with J. F. Curran was 
formed in January, 
1881. During the early 
part of that year, Mr. 
Wells was editor and 
proprietor of the Se- 
neca Tribune, which he 
‘converted’ to the true 
faith of Republicanism, 
and sold it to its present 
owner and editor. Mr. 
Wells has been a Re- 
publican since he be- 
came a voter; is a 
prominent member of 
the Universalist Church 
of Seneca, and is thor- 
oughly identified with 
the town and country in 
every way. He is a 
Knight Templar in Free 
Masonry, is now H. P. 
of Nemaha Chapter No. 
32, and is also a mem- 
ber of Nemaha Lodge 
No. 19, I. O. O. F. He 
married Miss Loretta C. 
Williams, and they have 
five children, all natives 


of Nemaha County, Kan. 


WEST E. WILKINSON.

CAPT. A. W. 
WILLIAMS 
was born March 


21, 1818, in Rochester, 
N. Y. From his four- 
teenth to his twenty- 
fourth year he resided in 
Oakville, Canada. In 
1842, he located as an 
architect and builder in 
Marion, Linn Co., Iowa; 
thence, in the spring of 
1857, he came to Kansas, 
and in 1858, under the 
townsite law pre-empted 
a half-section of land, 
and laid out the town of 
Sabetha. [See General 
History.] He was carry- 
ing on mercantile busi- 
ness here in 1861, when 
he raised 14 volunteers, 
100 of whom entered the 


He resigned the posi- 
tion in 1863, on ac- 
count of ill health. In 
1870, he sold out his 
entire property in Sabe- 
tha to an agent of the 
St. J.& W.R.R Co., 
and began the hardware 
business in Seneca. Af- 
ter a few years, by an 
exchange of town prop- 
erty he came into pos- 
session of his fine farm, 
a mile and a half south 
of Seneca, where he has 
since lived in compara- 
tive retirement. Capt. 
Williams married in 
Marion, Linn Co., 
Towa, Miss Mary A. 
Nordyke, of Vienna, 
Ohio. They have two 
sons - Justus H. and 
Charles B., both useful 
and respected citizens, 
and four daughters - 
Loretta (now Mrs. 
Wells), Eliza (Mrs. 
Masheter), Mary (Mrs. 
Magill), and Olive. The 
youngest son and 
daughter are with the 
old folks, who rank 
among the earliest and 
most successfully pro- 
gressive in Nemaha 
county.

Pleasant Place 
Progressive People 


Many talented pencils 
and fluent pens have turned 
their attention to a descrip- 
tion of many beauties and 
attractions of fertile valleys, 
broad plains, and mountain 
scenery, but few men have 
given a truthful description 
of the real beauties and the 
real values of Nemaha 
County. Upon the sunny 
slopes and verdant valleys of 
Illinois Township the haud 
of nature seems in truth to 
have seen “so lavish of her 
store that she bestowed until 
she had no more.” As each 
new scene in the shifting 
panorama of golden grain- 
field and rolling meadow 
land, vineyard, orchard, and 
tree and embowered hamlet 
rises to greet the eye of the 
visitor, he is more and more 
impressed with the richness 
of the soil and the healthy 
Kansas climate. Situated on 
a commanding eminence in 
the southern part of this 
township, in the midst of a 
great expanse of grass and 
fruit and grain lies the sub- 
ject of our sketch — the town 
of Corning. 


Some men start out in 
life and achieve fame in a 
short time, and when the 
height of their ambition 
seems to be almost reached, 
down they go, and their life 
is a failure, others make a 


start not so brilliant, but by 
perseverance proceed slowly 
up the pathway of life, and 
when their journey is done 
their posterity is proud of 
their achievements. So it is 
with the history and growth 
of towns, the discovery of 
gold or silver, a coal mine, 
or the building of a railroad 
starts a mushroom growth 
which startles the world. 


The town of Corning 
never had any of these so- 
called “booms” but has 
made steady and upward 
strides since the first day of 
its settlement. Old Corning 
was Situated about one and 
ha half miles west of the 
present town. IT was fist 
established as a post office 
in 1867, with Dr. N. B. 
McKay as postmaster. The 
town of Corning was named 
in honor of Erastus Corn- 
ing, of New York. Dr. 
McKay erected the first 
building in the town and 
used it for a store and a resi- 
dence, and a man by the 
name of W. H. Dixon oper- 
ated a second store in the 
town, which was all the 
town ever had. The present 
town of Corning is situated 
on the southwest quarter of 
section thirty-six. This lad 
was originally school land 
and was bid in by Dr. 
McKay. He gave a half- 
section to the central 
Branch railroad if they 
would locate a station at this 
point. The town was sur- 
veyed by County surveyor 
George Taylor and was laid 
out September 2, 1870. On 
that date Napoleon B

McKay and Chloe McKay 
gave a deed for the same and 
it was recorded by Peter 
McQuaid who was then regis- 
ter of deeds. 


The first building was 
Dr. McKay’s store which was 
moved fro mold Corning. The 
second was a residence built 
for J. S. Henry. 


The first religious 
exercises held in 
the town were con- 
ducted by Rev. J. 

S. Henry, a Baptist 
minister. A Meth- 
odist Episcopal 
society was organ- 
ized in 1878; the 
services were held 
in the school house 
which had been 
built in 1872. The 
first M.E. minister 
was Rev. J. Biddison.

until a proper 
- building is put un- 
- der way and com- 
pleted.” 


From this 
time to April 30, the matter 
was canvassed with varying 
success and on the evening of 
April 30, 1867, a public met- 
ing was held and generally 
attended by the citizens irre- 
spective of church affiliation. 
At this meeting a committee 
was appointed which took 
matters in charge. 


A few days later, at an- 
other meeting, the Congrega- 
tionalists proposed that if the 
subscription were changed to 
that denomination they would 
guarantee an increase to the 
amount of $500, so after a 
great deal of controversy, it 
was decided that the denomi- 
nation offering the largest in- 
crease to the subscription 
should have the building. 


In less than five minutes 
the Universalists present, 
who had been liberal sub- 
scribers to the proposed 
church as a Presbyterian 
enterprise pledge and in- 
crease of $1600 and took 
the prize. And thus our de- 
nomination had the honor 
of erecting the first church 
built in the city of Seneca. 
To the credit of other de- 
nominations, be it known 
that very few, who had sub- 
scribed to the Presbyterian 
project, refused to transfer 
their subscription to us. 


Previous to this time, in 
the summer of 1865, Rev. 
B. F. Rogers preached a 
series of deonominational 
sermons and a little later, 
Rev. E. Manford preached 
and Dr. D. B. McKay and 
other friends secured the 
lots for the church. In the 
summer of 1867, Rev. J. H. 
Ballou, a young man from 
Canton, Ohio, came and 
preached with moderate 
regularity for about a year, 
when he moved to Law- 
rence. 


After this the church 
was without a pastor until 
the settlement of the Rev. 
R. M. Bartlett July 14, 
1867, although E. Man- 
ford, G. W. Skinner, T. C. 
Eaton and Joy Bishop 
preached occasionally. 


The first preaching in 
the new church was by Rev. 
G. W. Skinner on July 18, 
1868 and it was formally 
dedicated on Aug. 28, 
1870. Rev. B. F. Rogers 


officiated. Rev. Eaton and 
Rev. Bishop were also pres- 
ent. The next year Rev. R. 
M. Bartlett was employed 
as pastor and continued to 
fill the position for three 
years. At the end of that 
time, the Society, through 
financial reverses was un- 
able to employ a pastor and 
it was necessary to mortgage 
the church to pay the bal- 
ance due Rev. Bartlett. 


In March 1872, the 
Nemaha county court house 
burned and the church build- 
ing was rented to the county 
for a court room and office 
purposes and from that 
source a sufficient sum was 
realized to pay off the in- 
debtedness. Rev. A. Barnes 
preached a few times and 
arrangements were made 
with Mrs. S. M. Barnes to 
preach once a month for a 
year, which, I believe, was 
all the preaching we had 
until the spring of 883. After 
a short vacation, Rev. C. H. 
Rogers was secured and re- 
mained with us until the 
spring of 1887. He was suc- 
ceeded by rev. T. W. 
Woodrow, who served two 
years. Rev. J. A. Stone be- 
gan preaching in December 
1889 and continued with the 
exception of January and 
February 1900, to the pres- 
ent time.

Wilson House, was born 
in 1853, in Henry 
County, Ind., where his 
father, S. B. Wilson, 
was a very early settler, 
and his grandfather also, 
the latter a hotel-keeper. 
The family have resided 
in Indianapolis, Ind., for 
twenty years past. C. E. 
Wilson was educated in 
Earlham College, Rich- 
mond, Ind., and married 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, to 
Miss Arry V. Mitchell, 
of Indianapolis. Mr. 
Wilson came to Seneca 
in August, 1879, pur- 
chased and ran the 'City 
Hotel,' called by him the 
‘Wilson House,’ until 
July, 1882, when he 
leased that house to H. 
G. Stiles, who restored 
the old name. Mr. Wil- 
son in turn leased of P. 
J. Assenmacher the cen- 
trally located hotel now 
so popular under his 
good management. It 
contains twenty-five 
rooms, and is the only 
first-class house in 
Nemaha County. 


Sabetha 


HARMAN ALT- 
HOUSE, farmer, P.O. 
Sabetha, is a son of the 
late Conrad Althouse, a 
Hessian, who served as 
a Captain under the 
First Napoleon during 
all his campaigns from 
Piedmont to Waterloo. 
At the final downfall of 
that great warrior, 
Capt. Althouse sought 
and found refuge in the 
United States. He mar- 
ried in Somerset 
County, Pa, Susanna 
Workman, who sur- 
vives him. The family 
came West to Savanna, 
Mo., in 1857, removing 
two years later to Rock 
Creek, where the father 
died in 1860, at the age 
of sixty-seven His eld- 
est son, Harmon Alt- 
house, was born 1834, 
in Somerset County, 
Pa, and married near 
Savanna Mo., Miss 
Susanna, daughter of 
Abram Howard, one of 
the original settlers of 
the “Platte Purchase.” 


Mr. Althouse settled on 
his present farm in 1860, 
and has made good and 
durable improvements, 
beginning with raw prai- 
rie. Near him lives his 
aged mother and his 
brother, John Althouse, 
all that now rep- ® 
resent this fam- 
ilyinKansas. 


J.C. 
BELYEA, har- 
ness maker and 
dealer was born - 
Sept. 9, 1840, in 
Canada.

Barnes on June 21, 
1879 when J. H. Wil- 
liams was elected mod- 
erator, Mary Emery, 
secretary; J. H. H. Ford 
treasurer; Dr. D. B. 
McKay and E. J. Em- 
ery, deacons. After the 
death of Father Emery, 
father Moulton was 
elected Deacon.

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Rev. Moses M. 
Chase, farmer, P. O. Sabe- 
tha, was born 1836, in 
Meigs County, Ohio. Grew 
to manhood there, and at 
the age of nineteen, went 
via New York and the isth- 
mus to California; returned 
in the fall of 
1857, and in 1858 
settled in Wood- 
son County, Kan., 
where he made 
two farms from 
raw prairie. In 
1860 he settled 
on a farm now 
part of the Sabe- 
tha Town site, 
and a year later sold to I. 
D. Simons, and located 
north of Capioma, where 
he secured the organiza- 
tion of school district NO. 
18, and did good work at 
farming. In 1871 he lo- 
cated where he now is; he 
has 480 acres of magnifi- 
cent land in a body and is 
now building a tasteful and 
commodious farmhouse at 
a cost of $2,000. His wife 
was Sara Barnes of Guern- 
sey County, Ohio. They 
have six children, all born 
Kansans. Mr. Chase has 
been an elder in the Chris- 
tian Church since 1873; 
has organized three 
churches, and now has 


charge of that number. 
He has also been a vigor- 
ous and effective temper- 
ance worker. 


J. F. Clough, editor 
Nemaha County Repubii- 
can, and postmaster of 
Sabetha was born 1847, 
in Oxford, Ohio and at 
fifteen, while an atten- 
dant of the village 
school, he enlisted in the 
Sixty-ninth Ohio volun- 
teer Infantry, serving 
from 1861 to 1864. He 
was twice shot at the bat- 
tle of Mission Ridge, 
both balls striking him 
simultaneously, crushing 
his left shoulder and 
piercing both lungs. Af- 
ter about a year in hospi- 
tal, he received his hon- 
orable discharged. 
Founded the 
Monroeville, Ohio Spec- 
tator in 1870, sold out in 
1876, and in the fall of 
that year started the Re- 
publican at Sabetha. It is 
a seven column quarto, 
straight Republican in 
politics and a well con- 
ducted and popular 
county newspaper. Mr. 
Clough has been post- 
master since August, 
1877. 


Hon. Ira F. Collins 
of the firm of Moorehead 
& Collins, hardware, was 


born October 14, 1843 in 
Cass County, IIl., where 
he grew up on a farm. 
Early in 1862 he enlisted 
as a private soldier in the 
One Hundred and Four- 
teenth Illinois Volunteer 
Infantry. Served under 
Grant at Vicksburg, and a

John E. Corwin, of 
the firm of Corwin & 
Holdridge, was born in 
Fayette County, Pa., as 
was his father, John Cor- 
win, a first cousin of the 
talented and eloquent 
Thomas Corwin, of

view” in 1865, he 
began the carpen- 
ter’s trade in In- 
diana...” 


Ohio. J. E. Cor- 
win lived alter- 
nately in Penn- 
sylvania and 
Ohio until 1856, 
when he settled 
in Greene 
County, Pa. He 
enlisted early in 
1862 in the 
ninety-seventh 
Indiana Volun- 


teer Infantry, serving 
through the entire war as 
a First Lieutenant under 
Gen. W. T. Sherman, 
taking part in the first 
siege of Vicksburg, the 
battles north of Atlanta, 
the march to Savannah 
and through the Caroli- 
nas. Discharged with his 
regiment after the 
“Grand Review” in 
1865, he began the car- 
penter’s trade in Indiana, 
and came thence, in 
1872, to Sabetha. Here, 
as an architect and 
builder, he planned and 
built the Congregational 
Church and most of the 


substantial homes that 
grace Washington ave- 
nue, Sabetha. Began his 
present business in 1876; 
has been City Council- 
man ever since his loca- 
tion, and is now serving 
his third term as Mayor; 
has been Justice of the 
Peace for four years, and 
belongs to the A. F. and 
A. M., and the I. O. O. F. 


J. W. Cunnick, A. 
B., principal of the pub- 
lic schools, is a native of 
Cambridge County, Pa.; 
graduated from Oberlin 
College with the class of 
1880, and has since oc- 
cupied his present posi- 
tion. It is but just to say 
that his repeated re- 
appointment to his place 
at the head of the city 
schools is the result of 
the high appreciation in 
which his services as an 
educator and disciplinar- 
ian are held by the tax 
payers of Sabetha. 


O. Fountain, mer- 
chant, was born in 
Zanesville, Ohio, No- 
vember 21, 1834; was 
reared and educated in 
Peoria County, III. Fol- 
lowed the sea for a num- 
ber of years in early life, 
was during the war, by 
regular promotion, com- 


missioned Lieutenant, 
Captain and Major. Feb- 
ruary 1, 1864, was mar- 
ried to Miss Jeannie 
Shepherd, of Saratoga, N. 
Y. The same year they 
settled on a farm at 
Fairview, Brown County, 
Kansas, making it with 
tree-planting and thor- 
ough culture noted 
throughout the country as 
Fairview Farm. At this 
place their only child, 
Ethel, was born, Decem- 
ber 20, 1864, who at the 
age of fifteen was sent to 
Binghamton, N. Y., to be 
educated under the care 
of Rev. and Mrs. H. W. 
Shaw. In 1867 Mr. Foun- 
tain established a post- 
office at Fairview, and 
was first postmaster. In 
1876 he removed to Sa- 
betha, Nemaha County, 
Kansas, and built the 
store now occupied by 
the Weiss Bros. In the 
1880s he built his present 
fire proof store building, 
26 X 80 feet, and is doing 
a large and increasing 
business in general mer- 
chandise.

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History of Local Churches Dates Back to Late Fifties

St. Mary's at St. Benedict, 
Oldest Church Organiza- 
tion

St. Mary's church, St. 
Benedict, on Wild Cat 
creek, is the oldest con- 
tinuous church organiza- 
tion in Nemaha county to- 
day. But the heritage of 
Catholic history goes back 
much farther. 

Not only was the dis- 
covery of this continent 
inspired by Catholic 
thought, carried out by the 
Catholic Columbus and 
financed with Catholic 
money of Ferdinand and 
Isabella, but less than 50 
years after discovery of 
the continent of America, 
in August of 1541, exactly 
300 years before the feet 
of the next white man, 
John C. Fremont, touched 
the soil of Nemaha 
county, Coronado came 
this way. There was a 
Catholic priest in that 
company. Father Juanode 
Padilla. 

When the others of 
the expedition returned, 
Fray Padilla remained, 
only to be killed by the 
Indians and to become the 
first known martyr of this 
country. In 1859, that is, 


318 years after the com- 
ing of Fray Padilla, the 
Benedictine Father Ed- 
mund Landgenfelder was 
the first Catholic priest to 
leave authentic record of 
his visit to Nemaha 
county. 

The next Catholic 
priest known to have 
died in Nemaha county, 
was an uncle of the 
writer. Re. Urban Bayer, 
O. S. B., who died at Se- 
neca August 4, 1873, 
some 332 years after 
Fray Padilla.

Both 
deceased husbands were 
Union soldiers, Mr. Wy- 
man dying in the service. 


John L. GRAHAM, de- 
ceased, one of the four 
original settlers of Al- 
bany, Nemaha Co., Kan- 
sas, was born in Richford, 
N. Y. He was married 
April 7, 1853, in Maine, 
Broome Co., N. Y., to 
Nancy J. Slosson. Mr. 
Graham settled in Albany 
in April, 1857, pre-empted 
a quarter section of land, 
and engaged in farming. 
Mr. Graham assisted in 
raising Company D, 
Eighth Kansas Infantry, 
September, 1861; was 
chosen Second Lieuten- 
ant, and served in that ca- 
pacity till the summer of 
1863, when he was pro- 
moted to First Lieutenant. 
He held at the time of his 
death a commission as 
Captain, but had not yet 
been mustered. He was 
killed in action at the bat- 
tle of Chickamauga, Sep- 
tember 19, 1863. Captain 
Graham was one of the 
few army officers who 
were never known to taste 
intoxicating drinks.

H. C. HAINES, merchant, 
began business here for 
himself in 1878; built his 


present 26x80 store in 
1880 and is doing a large 
and steadily increasing 
business. The first floor 
is devoted to a full line of 
staple and fancy grocer- 
ies, and a partial one of 
dry goods and gents’ fur- 
nishing, while carpetings, 
clothing, trunks, and 
books occupy the second 
floor; carries a stock form 
$20,000 to $30,000, four 
and five clerks being em- 
ployed. Mr. Haines was 
born in 1844, in Tus- 
carawas County Ohio. 
Enlisted in 1862, in the 
Eighty-seventh Ohio Vol- 
unteer Infantry; was taken 
prisoner with Colonel 
Miles at Harper’s Ferry 
and paroled; kept books 
for a while for J. B. Lea 
& Co., Philadelphia, and 
in 1864 enlisted in the 
eleventh Maryland Vol- 
unteer Infantry, serving 
100 days, and fighting at 
Monocacy Md., when 
6,000 Federals were fi- 
nally driven back by 
25,000 Rebels. At the end 
of the 100 days he en- 
listed in the Fifty-first 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry, 
and was sent to Texas 
with his regiment, and 
served until November, 
1865. On his discharge he 
settled in St. Joseph, Mo., 
and clerked three years 
for May, Weil & Co.; 
was then for four or five 
years partner of Capt. 
Williams, at Bigelo, Mo., 
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where he remained until 
he located at Sabetha. 
Here he has erected a spa- 
cious and elegantly ap- 
pointed home for his wife, 
nee Jessie Hartzell, and 
large family of eight chil- 
dren. Mr. Haines is a Con- 
gregationalist, and does 
not interest himself in 
politics, never desiring 
office, though now serv- 
ing as President of the 
School Board. 


Almon HAWKINS, liv- 
eryman, settled in Novem- 
ber, 1858, near the head 
of Pony Creek, and en- 
gaged in farming in 
Brown and Nemaha coun- 
ties until 1869, when he 
began the butcher busi- 
ness in Sabetha; ran that 
four years, and has since 
been in the livery busi- 
ness. He was born in 
Rochester, N.Y. His fa- 
ther Alanson Hawkins, 
with his father Ebenezer 
Hawkins and three broth- 
ers settled in 1826, in 
Vermillion County, Ill, 
Alanson Hawkins and 
wife removed thence to 
Kankakee County, IIl., 
where both died. Almon 
Hawkins was reared in 
Illinois and married Caro- 
line Thompson, by whom 
he has seven children liv- 
ing — Rebecca, Amanda, 
Hattie, Abbie, Frank, Vi- 
ola and Ella.

In 1859, John Koelzer 
visited Rev. Augustine 
Wirth. O.S.B. of Atchi- 
son to ask for a priest. He 
told them to build a 
church. The first church 
building measured 12 by 
25 feet and cost $92.20. 
Thus a church was built 
before the parish was or- 
ganized and before there 
was even a promise of a 
pastor. 


In 1864, the second 
church was built, 18 by 
35 feet. 


In 1880, the third church, 
40 by 90 was built. The 
people told father Em- 
manuel Harting, O.S.B., 
once and for all, let us 
make it large enough to 
serve the parish for all 
time. This was the build- 
ing with served as a 
school till the year 1914. 
Thereafter it served as a 
hall for meeting and en- 
tertainments. In June 
1934, it was struck by 
lightning and owing to 
the absence of fire fight- 
ing apparatus, quickly 
burned. It was insured for 
$1000. 


In 1889 under Rev. 
Primin Koumley, the pre- 
sent church was planned. 
The foundation was lais 
at an expense of about 


$2500. In the fall of 1891, 
Father Pirmin, feeling 
himself unequal tot the 
task asked to be removed 
and on July 6, 1892. Rev. 
Herman Mengwasser, O. 
S.B. came and built the 
church. On April 30, 
1893, Most Rev. Bishop 
Louis Fisk, O.S.B. laid the 
cornerstone. Dec. 1, 1893, 
the building was under 
roof and Nov. 1894, it 
was completed and dedi- 
cated. On Nov. 14, 1894, 
Rev. Louis M. Fink con- 
secrated the church amid a 
concourse of about 3000 
people. Rev. P.N. 
Schlechter, S. J. of St. 
Louis preached the Ger- 
man and Rev. Charles 
Stockie of Atchis (later of 
Seneca) the English ser- 
mon. The church was paid 
for on completion. It cost 
about $40,000. However, 
the rock was practically 
donated and was quarried 
and hauled by parishion- 
ers, who received a thank 
you with an occasional 
bottle of beer as pay. 


Nearly $10,000 has been 
spent for altars, organ, 


frescoing, statues, etc.

on, 2 % miles south of 
Baileyville in 1857. The 
white settlers in those 
days were very few and 
far between. At that time 
the Oto Indians had a 
reservation on the north 
along the Nebraska and 
the Pottawatomies on 
the south in Pottawato- 
mie county and Marion 
township with its broad 
prairies and its small 
wooded rivulets inter- 
secting now and then the 
monotony of the plains, 
was the ideal hunting 
ground of the red man. 
Both of these tribes were 
always friendly and gave 
the settlers no trouble 
except occasionally, 
when they wanted to 
trade papposes with a 
white family. 


J. A. Boyer and B. 
D. Graham, who are 
now both residents of 
Seneca, took the lead in 
organizing Marion 
township from the 
north part of Home and 
the south part of Clear 
Creek townships. This 
township was named in 
honor of General Mar- 
ion of Revolutionary 
fame. 


Joe Glendenning, 
one of the early settlers 
of Marion township 
was mixed up in a fra- 
cas in Marysville 
which came near re- 
sulting ftally to Jesse 
Crall, a noted horse- 
man of Atchison. The 
county fair was in pro-

gress a Marysville and 
horsemen and farmers 
from all over the northeast 
part of the state were in 
attendance. A dispute 
came up between Glen- 
denning and Crall in 
which the former slashed 
the latter with a knife, 
badly lacerating his neck 
and just missing the jugu- 
lar vein. For several 
weeks Crall hovered be- 
tween life an death, but 
finally recovered. Glen- 
denning made his escape 
by crawling along the 
banks of the creek from 
the body of men who had 
surrounded him, and ran 
during the night from 
Marysville to the farm of 
John Walters, southwest 
of Baileyville. Glenden- 
ning remained in hiding 
for several months. Al- 
though hunted all the time 
he was never captured. He 
finally settled with Crall 
for $500 and left the 
country. 


James A. Boyer was 
born in New York in 1830 
and first located in Law- 
rence, Kas., in 1855, and 
later in Seneca in 1858. 
Here he followed the pro- 
fession of architect and 
carpenter. He drew up the 
plans and specifications 
for the first court house in 
this county. During the 
war he was employed by 
the government with the 
corps of civil engineers. 


He located in Marion 
township in 1865, hauling 
the lumber for his house 
and barn from White 
Cloud with an ox team. 
He wrote and helped to 
circulate the petition to 
organize Marion town- 
ship. Mr. Boyer is a thor- 
oughly educated man and 
is one of the best posted 
men in literature, science, 
politics and religion with 
whom we have met. Mr. 
Boyer is now living a re- 
tired life in Seneca, en- 
joying the bounteous 
fruits of the labors of his 
early manhood. 


Benjamin Darwin 
Graham, better known as 
“Doc,” was bor near 
Buffalo, New York, but 
left that country too early 
to assist in shaping the 
course of Grover Cleve- 
land for the presidency. 
Mr. Graham located first 
in Doniphan county, Kan- 
sas, In 1857, ad at the be- 
ginning of the rebellion 
he returned to his native 
state and joined the 86" 
New York infantry and 
later the 11" New York 
cavalry in which regiment 
he served until the surren- 
der at Appomattox. He 
taught school in the city 
of Brooklyn and also one 
year in Kansas, and was 
founder of District No. 3, 
in Marion township 
known as the Graham 
school. He was trustee of 
that township continu- 
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ously from its organization 
until he moved to Seneca. 
The cognomen “Doc,” was 
given him in his early 
youth from the fact that he 
acquired the habit of ad- 
ministering potions to 
dogs, cats, pigs and fowls 
in the neighborhood, which 
doses sometimes cured but 
oftener killed the patient. 
But he acquired 
his greatest fame 
as a disciple of 
Esculapius when 
he cured a man in 
Marion township

In the 
spring of 1858 he came 
from Marion County, 
Ohio to Kansas and his 
present farm, 160 acres 
of which he hold by 
virtue of the United 
States patent. His first 
night on this claim was 
spent by himself and 
family in their wagon; 
he then building a 
shanty of “sheeting” a 
bed being made by 
driving two stakes and 
placing sticks from 
them to the walls. His 
neighbors were a Z. 
Archer and A. Moore- 
head, not a house being 
in sight. Today he has 
720 acres in a well 
fenced and improved 
farm, and a commodi- 
ous farm-house built in 
1879.

Mr. Holzschue is a mem- 
ber, with his wife, of the 
German Reformed Lu- 
theran Church, and has a 
pleasant home and three 
children. 

W. H. Hook, pro- 
prietor Hook’s House, is 
the son of Capt. 
William Hook, 
who followed 
the sea for 
twenty years. In 
1820, while on 
a voyage with 
his family, he 
touched at the 
Island of St. 
Thomas, West Indies, 
where W. H. Hook was 
born. He grew up in 
Bangor and Portland, 
Me. And removed to 
Carlisle, Ind.; thence in 


1846 to the lead mines of 


Wisconsin; thence to 
Kansas in 1870. During 
that year he built Hook’s 
Railway House, which 
burned down February 7, 
1873. On the site he at 
once built the present ho- 
tel, which his genial 
good management has 


made the headquarters 
of commercial men in 
Sabetha. Mr. Hook 
married in Carlisle, 
Ind., Rebecca Arnett. 
They have ten children, 
the eldest born in Car- 
lisle, and the others in 
Southwestern Wiscon- 
sin. Mr. Hook is a 
grandson of two Revo- 
lutionary officers, who, 
with warrants, located 
large tracts of lands in 
Rockingham County, 
N. H., where W. H. 
Hook’s parents were 
born and reared as 
neighbors of Daniel 
Webster. 

Edwin Knowles, 
banker, is a native of 
Maine, and is a son of 
Alfred Knowles, now 
of Galesburg, IIl., and 
himself a stockholder in 
five different banks. 
The subject of this 
sketch came to Seneca, 
Kans., 1871, with the 
flouring mill belonging 
to himself and his fa- 
ther, and engaged in 
milling and banking un- 
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til 1877, when he lo- 
cated in Sabetha, where 
he has built an elegant 
home and in various 
ways advantageously 
identified himself with 
the place. He was made 
a Director of the St. J. & 
W.-R. R. in 1873, and 
has since held the posi- 
tion, but is best known 
in Kansas as a banker, 
being President of the 
Washington State Bank 
and the State Bank of 
Seneca, Kansas., Cash- 
ier of the Sabetha State 
Bank and a Director of 
the Centralia State 
Bank.

In the year 1895 the 
congregation bought four 
bells in St. Louis. Weight 
of the belles is 3200, 
1800, 900, and 500 
pounds respectively. 


In the spring of 1899, 
Wm. Bauhaus, 
Leavenworth, furnished 


the high altar for 
$2700. Next year, 
1900, E. Hackner, La 
Crosse, Wisconsin in- 
stalled the two side al- 
tars and communion 
rail at a cost of $1500 


In the year 1901, 
the church was fres- 
coed by G. F. Satory of 
Wabasha, Minnesota 
and decorated with 12 
large oil paintings de- 
picting the life of the 
Blessed Virgin mary by 
Thomas Zukotynzki of 
Chicago at a cost of 
$4100. 


In September, 
1903, the sum of $2200 
was spent for a fine set 
of group stations. In the 
year 1901, Father An- 
thony solicited dona- 
tions for 11 of the 
many statues in the 
church. 


In the summer of 
1936, the floors and 
pews, long neglected 
were refinished at prac- 
tically no cost but ma- 
terial. Miss Ruth Nick- 
lay, the Misses Henri- 
etta and Mary Cather- 
ine Hulsing did the 
work. That same fall a 
new gold-plated taber- 
nacle was donated by 
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Antoin Fangman and 
Henry Haverkamp. It 
cost $1000. 


The Priests and Pastors 


The Civil War wag- 
ing between the North 
and South did not pass 
this parish untouched. 
Most of the men were 
gone and the parish be- 
came a mission. Rev. J. 
Meuname appears on 
the records during 1863- 
64. For 1865, I find no 
record. Some entries 
bear the name of saintly 
Rev. Thomas Bartle, O. 
S.B. 


In 1866 the parish 
was attended from 
Atchison. 1867, Rev. 
Fogarty, residing with 
Rev. William Fitzgerald 
at St. Bridgets settle- 
ment (Ashpoint, P.O.) 
attended St. Mary’s. 


From 1868-1883, 
the place was taken care 
from Seneca. In 1868, 
the name of Rev. Pirmin 
Koumly O.S.B. appears 
for the first time on the 
records. His name oc- 
curs again in 1872.

R. T. Bruner is a prod- 
uct of Nemaha county. Bob 
is the son of O. C. Bruner 
who was one of the early set- 
tlers of Seneca and Nemaha 
county. Bob was the republi- 
can candidate for register of 
deeds last fall and ran best 
where he was best known. 
Bob is a mighty fine fellow 
and the only thing anyone 
can have against him is his 
republicanism. 


John Bronaugh is an- 
other native of the Sunflower 
state. Mr. and Mrs. Bronaugh 
began married life under try- 
ing circumstances. About 
two months after their wed- 
ding in 1896, the great cy- 
clone swept away everything 
he had except one team. But 
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Mr. Bronaugh, with the en- 
ergy inherent in so many 
Kansas boys went bravely to 
work rebuilding his home 
and today his comfortable 
home is a model of beauty 
and thrift. 


E. N. Bailey came to 
Kansas in 1879 from IIli- 
nois, his native state. Mr. 
Bailey owns a fine quarter 
section of land just north of 
Baileyville for which he has 
refused $60 an acre. He and 
W. H. Connett have been in 
the grain business since 
1893 with elevators at Bai- 
leyville, Axtell, Carney, and 
Mina. This firm ships form 
1,500 to 1,88 cars of grain 
annually, 400 cars being 
shipped form Baileyville. 


The town of Bai- 
leyville was laid out Febru- 
ary 5, 1881, the land belong- 
ing to W. J. Bailey and E.N. 
Bailey. The town was named 
in honor of Monroe Bailey, 
father of W. J. and E.N. 
Bailey. The first building in 
the town was a large hay 
barn built by S. H. Rice & 
Co., of St. Joseph, Mo. They 
also built and operated a 
store, part of the same build- 
ing where Mrs. Hickey’s 
hotel is now. The first post- 
master was George Rasp and 
the post office was located 
just east off Marion Hall. 
Baileyville now has two 
general stores, bank, drug 
store, two physicians, hard- 
ware and furniture store and 
lumber yard, livery barn, 
two hotels, blacksmith shop, 
two churches (Baptist 
and Presbyterian), and a 
public school. This little 
town is located in the midst 
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of a very fine agricultural re- 
gion and does as large a vol- 
ume of business as some of 
the larger towns. It is a splen- 
did grain market, and a great 
deal of live stock is shipped 
from here. 


The citizens of Bai- 
leyville are a hospitable and 
progressive set of people and 
it is getting to be quite a place 
for farmers who 
have retired to 
come here and live.

Buckeye state and has been in 
Kansas since 1878. He enjoys 
the distinction of being the 
only Abraham Lincoln we 
know of in Kansas. Mr. Lin- 
coln, in partnership with 
Ernest Weyer, make a busi- 
ness of drilling wells. They 
recently purchased an Austin 
steam rock drill at a cost of 
$725 and now have the best 
outfit in this part of the state 
for drilling wells. If the 
“boxers” in China don’t let up 
pretty soon, it is Abe’s inten- 
tion to bore a hole through 
and send the famous 20" Kan- 
sas after them by this route.

W. H. Hook, pro- 
prietor Hook’s 
House, is the 
son of Capt. 
William Hook, 
who followed 
the sea for 
twenty years. In 
1820, while on 
a voyage with 
his family, he 
touched at the 
Island of St. 
Thomas, West Indies, 
where W. H. Hook was 
born. He grew up in 
Bangor and Portland, 
Me. And removed to 
Carlisle, Ind.; thence in 
1846 to the lead mines of 
Wisconsin; thence to 
Kansas in 1870. During 
that year he built Hook’s 
Railway House, which 
burned down February 7, 
1873. On the site he at 
once built the present ho- 
tel, which his genial 
good management has 
made the headquarters of 
commercial men in Sa- 
betha. Mr. Hook married 
in Carlisle, Ind., Rebecca 


Arnett. They have ten 
children, the eldest 
born in Carlisle, and the 
others in Southwestern 
Wisconsin. Mr. Hook is 
a grandson of two 
Revolutionary officers, 
who, with warrants, lo- 
cated large tracts of 
lands in Rockingham 
County, N. H., where 
W. H. Hook’s parents 
were born and reared as 
neighbors of Daniel 
Webster. 


Edwin Knowles, 
banker, is a native of 
Maine, and is a son of 
Alfred Knowles, now 
of Galesburg, IIl., and 
himself a stockholder in 
five different banks. 
The subject of this 
sketch came to Seneca, 
Kans., 1871, with the 
flouring mill belonging 
to himself and his fa- 
ther, and engaged in 
milling and banking un- 
til 1877, when he lo- 
cated in Sabetha, where 
he has built an elegant 
home and in various 
ways advantageously 
identified himself with 
the place. He was made 
a Director of the St. J. 
& W.R.R. in 1873, 
and has since held the 
position, but is best 
known in Kansas as a 
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banker, being President 
of the Washington State 
Bank and the State 
Bank of Seneca, Kan- 
sas., Cashier of the Sa- 
betha State Bank and a 
Director of the Centralia 
State Bank. Mr. 
Knowles and wife are 
active members of the 
First Congregational 
Church of Sabetha, and 
he, since, 1877, Presi- 
dent of the State Board 
of Charities. Politically, 
Mr. Knowles is a Re- 
publican, but he has 
never taken an active 
interest in campaigns as 
an aspirant for office. 


W. B. Lawrence, 
farmer, P. O. Sabetha, 
was born in Steuben 
County, N. Y. in 1836, 
and came thence in 
1858 to Albany, where 
he now lives. In early 
times he was active with 
W. B. Slosson and oth- 
ers in helping slaves 
across the Missouri 
River into Iowa via Peru 
and Nebraska City, Neb. 
In 1860 he went to 
Colorado and enlisted in 
the Second Colorado 
Volunteer Cavalry, and 
served through the war 
of the rebellion with his 
regiment. He has since

He owned twenty 
acres on the town site, 
and followed the nursery 
business about eight 
years and during this 
time owned and kept the 
first drug store in the 
city. Closing out both of 
his former lines, he em- 
barked in the general 


merchandise trade in 


1881. He married, in 
1871, Miss Eliza W., 
daughter of Capt. A. W. 
Williams, the first set- 
tler of Sabetha. Mrs. 
Masheter was born in 
Bronta, Canada, Sep- 
tembers 6, 1849, and 
has lived in Sabetha 
longer than any other 
resident (since Septem- 
ber, 1856) of this thriv- 
ing little city. Mr. and 
Mrs. Masheter are 
members of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 
They have five children 
living. In 1882, Mr. 
Masheter laid out an 
addition of ninety-eight 
lots to the city of Sabe- 
tha, on the southwest, 
comprising the finest 
resident lots in the city. 
M. E. Mather, 
farmer and stock dealer, 
P.O. Sabetha, came to 
Sabetha in 1872, and 
began by establishing 
the Sabetha Exchange 
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Bank. His failure in this 
enterprise he attributes 
to poor crops and the 
grasshopper panic, as 
well s the unreasoning 
haste and fear of credi- 
tors. Since 1877, he has 
lived on his farm, of 
160 acres, near Sabetha, 
controlling by lease 
one-half a section be- 
sides. In 1875 he bought 
a half section here for 
$5,400. Creditors took 
half his land and all his 
personal property; yet 
to-day he owns about 
200 head of cattle and 
has a good and valuable 
home farm. His barn, 
32x112 feet, built in 
1875 at the low cost of 
$1,000 is one of the best 
in Nemaha County, and 
would cost $3,000 to 
build it at this writing. 
Mr. Mather is an enthu- 
silastic stock man, ac- 
tive, courteous and in-

Jacob J. Miller, 
farmer, P.O. Sabetha, 


came sot Kansas in 
1859, making the claim 
on which he now lives. 
During the first two 
years he worked in a 
Missouri saw-mill, and 
in 1861 enlisted for six 
months in the Missouri 
state Militia. Returning 
to his farm, he put in 
and harvested the crop 
of 1862, and in August 
enlisted in the Kansas 
Thirteenth for three 
years; fought at Cane 
Hill, Prairie grove, Van 
Buren and in other dis- 
putes with the Missouri 
and Arkansas rebels. 
For two years after the 
war he worked by the 
month for A. Moore- 
head. Built his house in 
1867 and in 1868 mar- 
ried Miss Mary Moore- 
head. He now has 320 
acres of land, all fenced 
and mainly under im- 
provement, good build- 


ings and a five acre or- 
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chard, etc. Mr. and Mrs. 
Miller have four chil- 
dren — Annabel, Lillie, 
Bennie and Nellie, all 
born in Rock creek, 
Nemaha Co., Kan. 

W. T. Miller, jew- 
eler and dealer in 
watches, clocks, silver- 
ware, jewelry and musi- 
cal instruments was 
born January 23, 1845 
in Knox County, Ky. 
His parents settled near 
Falls City, Neb., in 
1854. Here he grew to 
manhood, and estab- 
lished himself in busi- 
ness coming to Sabetha 
in 1882. He married in 
falls City, Annie E. 
Powell, who died in 
January, 1879, leaving 
four children, all born in 
Falls City.

T. Miller’s home, relates 
that in early times the 
famous General Jim 
Lane in disguise with 
150 followers called at 
the Miller farmhouse and 
were treated to a sub- 
stantial breakfast. 
Archibald Moore- 
head, deceased, one of 
the first men to locate in 
Rock Creek Township, 
was a native of Ireland, 
who came to the United 
States alone at the age of 
thirteen years, and after a 
year spent in New York, 
located in Ohio, thence 
going to Iowa, thence in 
the fall of 1856, came to 
Kansas, where he bought 
160 acres on Section 11, 
which is not the family 
homestead. He located 
here in the spring of 
1857, and began farming 
and stock raising on a 
large scale, at one time 


owning 1,000 acres of 


land, in this county the 
home being about five 
miles north of Sabetha; 
here he died January 2, 
1881, honored and re- 
spected by all whose 
friendship he had won 
during his long resi- 
dence in the State. He 
was for years a member 
of the County Board of 
Supervisors, and was 
prominent in causing 
the county to take its 
decided course with the 
St. J. & W. R.R. Co., in 
1872.

first district 
school stood at the north- 
west corner of the present 
cemetery. I am inclined to 
think it was the same 
building that had been 
erected for a church in 
1859. Later a stone one- 
room building was built 
on the acre of school land 
west across the road from 
the present church. After 
the present church was 
finished the third church 
was moved east about in 
line with the present 
school, cut about 200 feet 
to the north. The so- 
called “Rock School” no 
longer being large enough 
to accommodate all the 


scholars, a rolling par- 
tition was placed in the 
old school and thus 
two more school rooms 
provided. The one Sis- 
ter, however, continued 
to teach in the Rock 
school and received her 
salary from Dist. 33, 
which salary also went 
to pay for some ofthe 
expenses of the other 
teachers. Owing to the 
fact that a considerable 
part of the parish be- 
longed to other school 
districts with children 
attending the Parish 
school there was al- 
ways a little difficulty 
about financial  ar- 
rangements. 


In 1913, Rev. Cyril 
Bayer built the present 
school after the loca- 
tion and the architect 
had been chosen by 
this predecessor, Rev. 
Alban Rudroff, O.S.B. 
the school was consid- 
ered one of the finest 
country schools in the 
state and was paid for 
on the day it was com- 
pleted. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop 
John Ward ruled that 
the arrangements with 
District 33 should be 
discontinued and the 
school operated in the 


new building strictly as 
a Parish school. This 
arrangement continued 
up to September, 1935. 


In January, 1935, 
Rev. Cyril Bayer was 
again appointed the pas- 
tor. To lighten the 
school burden, the legis- 
lature passed a coopera- 
tive school law that 
seemed just made to 
help us in our difficul- 
ties. Districts 74 and 96 
then rented the school 
building from the Parish 
and held schools as a 
public school. The Sis- 
ters, as well as the pas- 
tor, teach catechism at 
appointed times and the 
districts hire and pay the 
Sisters. 


In September, 1935, 
a public high school 
was started. In 1936- 
1937, it was operated as 
a four-year high school, 
accredited by the state. 
This arrangement will 
save our people annu- 
ally more than a thou- 
sand dollars in county 
tuition. A bus is hauling 
81 of the children to 
school this year. In the 
course of another year 
or two, public busses 
will likely haul all our 
children to the Parish 
school. 
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The Town of Bern

The early history of 
Bern is all modern history, 
and the archaeologist does 
not need to burrow among 
the musty archives for the 
record of its birth and early 
progress, for most everybody 
remembers all about when 
Bern was first started. In 
1889 the Rock Island rail- 
road was_ constructed 
through Washington town- 
ship and it was necessary to 
locate a station somewhere 
within the confines of this 
township. The railroad trav- 
erses the township diago- 
nally entering the southeast 
comer and passing out the 
northwest comer, and pass- 
ing exactly through the cen- 
ter of the township, all opin- 
ions concurred that that 
would be the best place to 
put the station. The first 
name given to the station by 
the railroad company was 
Lehman in honor of Christ 
Lehman, one of the promi- 
nent farmers of that s ection. 
The land on which the sta- 
tion was located was o wned 
by Col. Henry Baker, of St. 
Joseph, Mo., who being on 
the inside with the railroad 
company had recently pur- 
chased the land from Abra- 
ham Nusbaum and Mrs. 
Smirl. On November 12 
1889, Col Baker filed the 
plat of the town of Bern and 
that date must be taken as the 
birthday of the town. The 


town was named after the 
capital of Switzerland in 
deference to the people of 
that locality, who were 
mostly from Canton Ber, in 
Switzerland. There was, 
however, considerable _ri- 
valry over what the name 
should be, and the post of- 
fice department put in a post 
office there and named it 
Basel, after another large 
city in Switzerland. So for a 
short time the station was 
Lehman, town Bern and the 
post office Basel. This 
caused considerable confu- 
sion, and as the town was 
growing rapidly and much 
business being done there, it 
became evident that some- 
thing had to be done to do 
away with this babel of 
names. The railroad com- 
pany was the first to change 
the name of the station to 
Bern, but the post office 
department was reluctant to 
change the name to Bern as 
it was so nearly like “Burns’ 
in Marion county, they 
feared it would be a source 
of continual confusion of the 
mails. The postal business 
of the town grew so impor- 
tant, however, that the de- 
partment finally acceded 
and the post office was 
changed to Berm. A. P. 
Herold, of the Courier- 
Democrat, was the first 
postmaster at Bern. He only 
held the office a few months 
when he resigned, and Jona- 
than Baker was appointed. 


Col Henry Baker is 
entitled to the distinction of 
being the “Daddy of Bern,’ 
but we might insert here 
parenthetically, that there 
was never much filial affec- 
tion wasted by the good 
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people of the town on its 
“daddy.” 


The town of Bern was a 
lusty child from its very birth, 
and although it never had a 
so-called boom it has c ontin- 
ued to grown, and is now un- 
doubtedly one of the best little 
towns in the State of Kansas. 
Its people are of the progres- 
sive, enterprising sort, and 
any movement that is for the 
material welfare fo 
the town always 
has the united sup- 
port of its citizens. 
The town is not 
and never has been, 


parlance is known 
as a “dry town.” 
And yet in the 
three days that we 
were there we did 
not see a man that 
could be said to be 
under the influence of liquor. 


Every day is a big day 
with the merchants of Bern, 
and they get trade from terri- 
tory that extends to within a 
few miles of all the surround- 
ing towns. The town of Bern 
is all right, and will continue 
to be soas long as itis peo- 
pled by such thrifty, industri- 
ous, and intelligent citizens as 
now forms the bulk of its 
population. They know a 
good thing when they see it, 
too, for every business man in 
Bern takes the Courier- 
Democrat.

Daniel Pettit, farmer, 
P.O. Sabetha, was bom 
in 1822, in Cambridge- 
shire, England, and mar- 
ried in the same shire, 
Elizabeth Gotobed, who 
was born 1823 in Helge, 
Norfolk, They came to 
America in 1851, and 
settled in Genessee 
County, N. Y., thence 
removing to Carroll 
County, IIl.; thence to 
their present Kansas 
farm. In New York State, 
Mr. Pettit worked as a 
wagon maker, and in IIli- 


nois as carpenter and 
joiner. During the Civil 
War he served in the 
First Illinois Artillery. 
He had done good work 
on the farm were he 
now lives, having 
brought it all to a high 
state of improvement, 
erected good buildings, 
planted hedges,  or- 
chard, grove, etc. The 
children are: Rebecca, 
born January 1, 1843; 
James, born July 2,

Caleb RAWSON, 
farmer, P.O. Sabetha, 
was born in 1812, in 
Northbridge, Mass., and 
has been a lifelong and 
successful farmer. He 
emigrated to Geneseo, 
Ill., in 1852 and im- 
proved three farms 
thereabouts. In 1861 he 
sellted in Jasper 
County, Iowa, improv- 
ing three more farms in 
that county. The year 
1870 found him on a 
new quarter section in 
Capioma Township, 
Nemaha County; after 
developing this farm, he 
began on another new 
one in Rock Creek 
Township, Sections 29

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and 30. Here, in 1870, 
he planted 300 apple 
trees which, with 400 
planted, subsequently 
make up what is con- 
ceded to be one of the 
most thrifty productive 
and valuable orchards in 
Nemaha County; the 
first planted orchard 
alone produced 800 
bushels of apples in 
1881. At this writing 
both orchards are so 
laden down, that it has 
become necessary to 
destroy part of the 
fruite, as propping 
limbs has proved insuf- 
ficient. Mr. Rawson is 
now living on his ninth 
farm, and has made it to 
“blossom like a rose 
garden,” as he has all 


that have come into his - 


possession during his 
fifty years’ experience 
as a farmer. Beginning 
with land once broken, 
but abandoned, and so 
weed-grown that fire 
swept the ground clear, 
has planted trees, vines 
and fruit bearing and 
ornamental shrubs in 
the greatest profusion; 
built a tasteful and sub- 
stantial frame farm- 
house, a barn, etc., and 
to-day his suburban 
farm is a model to see. 
His vineyard comprises 


370 vines mainly Con- 
cords; his garden of 
three acres, and the re- 
mainder to great crops 
of corn and potatoes, 
the equal of which the 
writer has not seen in 
Kansas. 10,000 Ca- 
tawba plants growing 
in immense dense 
green rows, are one of 
the features that interest 
the visitor at this pretty 
farm and _ hospitable 
home, while but a word 
can be said regarding 
the thrifty and vigorous 
orchards of peaches 
and apples not fairly 
started. 


P. W. SEAMANS, 
retired farmer, was 
born in Woodstock, 
Conn, in 1816 and 
reared in Steuben 
County, N.Y., and in 
the fall of 1858 came to 
Kansas, making claims 
ton Sections 20 and 29, 
Rock Creek Township. 
On this farm he planted 
Seamans’ Grove on of 
the first in Nemaha 
County, visible for 
many miles in either 
direction, and the land- 
mark for the host of 
over-land _ travelers, 
who soon began to 
make such claims upon 
his hospitality, as to 
encourage him _ to 
enlarge his cabin to a 
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fair-sized house, and 
build a stone stable forty 
feet long. While living, 
with his wife and chil- 
dren in his board roofed, 
floorless and windowless 
house a party of eight 
travelers, not liking his 
slender accommodations, 
pushed on one cold night 
and nearly froze 
to death on the 
open prairie, 
trying to find 
Seneca, then the 
nearest inhab- 
ited point to the 
West. His place 
was popular for 
years thereafter, 
and was known 
all over the 
west as Sea- 
mans’ Grove, 
which name it still bears, 
though he sold the prop- 
erty in 1865. He then 
lived on a farm at Al- 
bany, until his final re- 
tirement to Sabetha in 
1881. He married in 
Steuben County, N.Y., 
Phoebe Blakeslee, who 
died in 1878, leaving 
three children. The pre- 
sent Mrs. Seaman’s 
maiden name was Sarah 
Russell, of Seneca 
County, N.Y. She mar- 
ried Benjamin Force, 
who died in New York 
State, leaving two chil-

In 
1881, the “Red Front” 
block was nearly trebled 
in size, its present di- 
mensions being 64 x 70 
feet. Mr. Slosson mar- 


ried in Salem, Neb., in 
1875 Miss Emma S. 
daughter of Dr. J. R. 
Brooke, a native of 
Philadelphia, who 
brought his family to 
Salem in 1860. Mrs. 
Slosson was bom in 
Ohio, and educated in 
the Nebraska State 
Norman School, from 
which she graduated in 
1871. She enjoys the 
honor of being the only 
lady physician in Ne- 
maha County, having 
spent 1874-75 in the 
Woman’s Medical Col- 
lege, P hiladephia, from 
which institution she 
graduated with full 
honors in 1875. She 
relates w ith evident in- 
terest, that during the 
severe winter of 1880- 
81, “Old Doctor Irwin” 
and herself were the 
only practitioners in 
Sabetha, the others, in 
consequence of the 
State Registration Law, 
having either quit prac- 
tice or resumed study in 
order to secure the re- 
quired diplomas. Mr. 
and Mrs. Slosson have 
two sons — Frank S. and 
John Brook, both born 
in Sabetha.

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History of Local Churches Dates Back to Late Fifties 
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The first parish house 
was begun in 1861. Some 
of it was finished with the 
greatest difficulty. The 
second was built by Fa- 
ther Timothy in 1884. 
This served until 1923. It 
is now the home of Anton 
Weber at St. Benedict. 
Father Timothy 
about this time 
built two other 
identical houses 
one at Fidelity 
still serves as a 
Rectory, the 
other at St. 
Bridget in later 
years served as 
a Sisters house 
and school until 
it burned in 1936. 


In 1923, Rev. Gregory 
Neumayr, O.S.B. guilt the 
present rectory. 


About 1884 or 1883 
the Sisters came here to 
live. For one year they 
lived in a one-room shed, 
belonging to Joseph 
Blocker. It is still in use a 
a shed west of the Anton 
Weber home. Next they 
moved into the first par- 
ish house, partly log with 
a little board annex. This 
stood south of the present 
church. 

In 1895, after the new 
church was completed, 


the old church was 
moved east and used as 
a recreation hall and 
school. The sacristy 
part was moved 25 feet 
farther east and an ad- 
dition built to it, and it 
served as the Sisters’ 
residence until Rev. 
Gregory Neumayr built 
the present Sisters’ 
residence in 1929 at a 
cost of $11,525.

State Historical 
Society in Topeka. They 
wrote, “Very little infor- 
mation exists concerning 
the town of Lincoln in 
Nemaha County. The 
townsite was located on 
August 15, 1860 in Val- 
ley Township on Ne- 
maha Creek and the state 
road from Circleville to 
Seneca. The town was 
platted by J. E. Hocker 
and was recorded on No- 
vember 20, 1860. Appar- 
ently the town was aban- 
doned before 1883. We 
have been told that Lin- 


coln was the located on 
the present site of Lake 
Nemaha. 

The building of the 
K. C. and N. W. Rail- 
road through Nemaha 
county necessitated an- 
other shipping station 
midway between Goff 
and Seneca. Kelly was 
the result. (In the 1916 
reference book, “Kelly 
has thrived and pros- 
pered and has gathered 
unto itself from sur- 
rounding locations.”) 

Kelly was laid out 
as a town in 1887 or 
1888. It got its name 
from one of the stock- 
holders of the railroad. 
The community was 
made up of mostly Ger- 
man and Irish descen- 
dants. Among the first 
businesses were the 
post office, two general 
stores, grain elevator, 
lumberyard, black- 
smith, livery stable, 
hardware store, stock- 
yard, bank, and two car 
agencies. One General 
Store was owned by 
Emil Jonach, Jr., and 
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another store by 
Schumacker and Ket- 
ters. Dr. Fitzgerald was 
a druggist as well as a 
physician. Mrs. Fitzger- 
ald was the assistant 
druggist, post-mistress, 
telephone operator, and 
was editor for several 
months of the only pa- 
per Kelly has had, “The 
Kelly Booster”. The 
paper was printed at 
Goff but the effort was 
too great a tax on the 
village criterion and af- 
ter a few months of ex- 
cellent editing, it was 
abandoned. Bernard 
Harrish tried to publish 
a peper there later. He 
was located at Smith- 
ville, Mo., in charge of 
the “Herald”.

N.S. SMITH, pro-

He re- 
possible” moved to Henry 
County, IIl., 
where in 1862, 
he enlisted in the One 
Hundred and Twelfth 


Illinois Volunteer Infan- 
try. Served in East Ten- 
nessee, and fought with 
his regiment at Chatta- 
nooga, through the At- 
lanta campaign, and fi- 
nally with the brave old 
“Pap” Thomas at Frank- 
lin and Nashville. Was 
sick in hospital during 
the summer of 1865; dis- 
charged August 1865. 
He then engaged in 
farming in Henry 
County, Ill, until 1879 
when he came to 
Sabetha. He deals in all 
kinds of lumber and 
building materials, and 
somewhat in agricultural 
implements. 


Hon. Campbell 
TARR, deceased, was 
born in 1818, in Wells- 
burg, W. Va., where he 
spent most of his life. A 
Douglas Democrat in 
politics he early took a 
decided stand against 
secession, for which he 
was compelled to leave 
Richmond by night to 
save his life. In April, 
1861, with two others, 
he went to Washington 
and succeeded in get- 
ting 3,000 stand of 
arms with which the 
loyal Virginians were 
armed; this act un- 
doubtedly made the 
state of West Virginia 
possible. He was one of 
the leaders in the move- 
ment culminating in the 
erection of West Vir- 
ginia as a State in 1863. 
He was first State 
Treasurer and a Lincoln 
delegate in 1864, and 
was re-elected State 
Treasurer in 1865. In 
1870 he located at 
Sabetha, having pur- 
chased land in Kansas 
as early as 1856. He 
was one of the original 
owners of Sabetha, and 
later platted the addi- 
tion that bears his 
name. At his death De- 
cember 1, 1879, he left 
five children, one of 
whom, Hammonnd 
Tarr, now a prosperous 
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merchant of Sabetha, is 
proving himself worthy 
of his father’s honorable 
name and record. 


William K. 
THOMPSON, de- 
ceased, a native of 
Guernsey County, Ohio, 
was a son of David 
Thompson. The family 
removed to Athens 
County, Ohio, then to 
Illinois, then to Jasper 
County, MO., thence in 
1859 to Douglas 
County, Kans. In 1865 
the two brothers W. K 
and A. J. Thompson, 
settled at Rock Creek. 
William K. Thompson 
married Frances Se- 
creast, of Guernsey 
County, Ohio, and at his 
death October 19, 1867, 
left three children — 
Ruth, Rachel and Wil- 
liam K. His estate then 
comprised 333 acres of 
valuable land, part of 
which has been sold or 
divided among the 
heirs. At his deceased 
son’s old home, lives 
his father, now a wid- 
ower and in failing 
health, aged eighty. Af- 
ter an extended visit to 
California, he settled 
here with his son. Abra- 
ham J. Thompson, born 
in Guernsey County, 
Ohio, was a lifelong

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companion of his elder 
brother; married Phoebe 
Tucker, in Jasper 
County, Mo., and died 
August 13, 1875, leav- 
ing five children, one of 
whom has since died. 


Albert WEST came 
to Kansas in 1866; was 
on a farm in Rock 
Creek three years, then 
came to Sabetha, first 
leasing and later buying 
the hotel property of A. 
W. Williams. This he 
kept as “West’s hotel” 
for five years and “fed 
‘em well if I did have 
mean accommoda- 
tions,” as he says. The 
house was a patchwork 
affair, comprising seven 
different “additions” or 
“stories on the ground” 
as they were then 
called. Mr. West was 
born in 1817, in Tomp- 
kins County, N. Y., and 
married Harriet N. 
Stratton. They have five 
children living. During 
the past few years Mr. 
West has devoted him- 
self to the practice of 
veterinary surgery. He 
is owner also of “Zern,” 
a handsome, mahogany 
bay stallion, for which 
he paid $1,000 in Chau- 
tauqua County, N.Y. 
“Zern” is of Blackhawk 


and Hambletonian 
stock, and a most valu- 
able animal. 


Col. W.S. 
WHITE, owner of the 
Oakland Stock Farm, 
near Sabetha. This farm 
is one of those institu- 
tions that springing up 
in a few years as it has, 
ought to be a model for 
many who, instead of 
decrying Kansas as a 
drouthy, grasshopper 
country might well at- 
tempt to rival it. In 
1872, Col. White 
bought 160 acres, still 
the “homestead quar- 
ter” and placed thereon 
thirty-two fine bred 
Short-horn cattle. 
Gradually adding to his 
farm and herd, he has 
to-day a magnificent 
farm of 575 acres ina 
body, with a detached 
160 acres in Brown 
County. His herd com- 
prises 110 head, all eli- 
gible to register, and all 
registered except the 
younger and barren ani- 
mals. He annually sells 
about forty head of 
these choice pedigreed 
cattle to Kansas farm- 
ers, who now fully ap- 
preciate the value of the 
rare breeding and ex- 
ceptional care bestowed 
by the Colonel upon his 
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herd. For years past he 
has exhibited stock at 
various county fairs, and 
wearying of his easily 
won laurels, tested the 
merits of his stock in 
competition with the 
herds of the State 
in1882, with the most 
gratifying results. His 
cattle are from the best 
herds of Kentucky and 
Illinois, bred by such 
men as J. H. Spears & 
Sons, Wm. Stevenson & 
Sons., C. E. Lippincott, 
Pickerell, of Decatur and 
others equally noted as 
progressive successful 
breeders. Col. Which 
himself has the only 
completed edition of the 
American Short-horn 
Herd Book in the State. 
He has a substantial even 
elegant home, his house, 
built “four-square to 
every wind,” being one 
of the largest farmhouses 
in Northern Kansas. He 
is a native of Menard 
County, Ill, and a gradu- 
ate of Illinois College, at 
Jacksonville. In early life 
he often met Abraham 
Lincoln in familiar 
neighborly intercourse, 
and has of him vivid and 
most pleasant recollec- 
tions.

The Cemetery 


I think it was during 
Rev. Anthony Baar’s 
time that a large wooden 
cross with afive-foot 
metal corpus was erected 
in the cemetery. Rev. 
Gregory, about 1920, had 
a new Calvary group 
erected. Anton Sudbeck 
was one of the donors. 
George Haug mad the 
brick pedestal. Father 
Gregory also had a sub- 
stantial ornamental fence 
place at the west side of 
the cemetery. 


Last year a new addi- 
tion to the cemetery was 
started. So far, 5000 cu- 
bic yards of dirt have 
been moved in an effort 
to level the ground. No 
individual monuments are 
to be allowed in the new 
addition. All the lots are 
to be laid out so as to 
converge upon one com- 
mon beautiful memorial. 


Methodist Episcopal 
Church 


The first Seneca 
M.E. church was dedi- 
cated June 10, 1877. It 
is now owned by the 
First church of Christ 
Scientist and is the pre- 
sent home of Boy 
Scout troop No. 175. 
Rev. D. J. Holmes of 
Topeka preached the 
dedicatory sermon. 
Rev. C. Holman, who 
laid out Holman’s ad- 
dition to Seneca, was 
the presiding elder. He 
was assisted by Rev. J. 
A. Amos, then of Troy 
and Rev. A. J. Coe of 
Waterville and the pas- 
tor, Rev. N. Taylor. 


Mrs. J. P. Mathews 
of Sabetha was soloist 


for the choir. Mrs. J. H. 


Johnston was organist. 
The church had 31 
members. The building 
cost $3150. A dept of 
$1500 was paid off in 
the morning and eve- 
ning services. The La- 
dies Furnishing Co., 
bought the chandeliers 
and pulpit chairs. The 
chairs are still in use. 


The Seneca Circuit 
of the Seneca church, 
the little band of men 
and women who laid 
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the foundation of the 
church organization, 
was organized as the 
Kansas-Nebraska circuit 
of the Holton Mission, 
Topeka district. The 
first quarterly meeting 
was held at the home of 
Mrs. Burgraves on Tur- 
key creek, July 12, 
1858. E. Robertson and 
James Lawrence were 
the ministers in charge. 
The officers of the cir- 
cuit were G. W. Chase, 
Henry Medcalf, Andrew 
Woods and Elias Wood- 
burn and J. W. Carman. 
The total collection for 
the year was $79.29. 


On June 18, 1859, 
the name of the Circuit 
was changed to Central 
City Mission at a meet- 
ing held at the Turkey 
Creek Chapel. The terri- 
tory of the new circuit 
embraced all of Nemaha 
county and part of 
Borwn county. Joseph 
Denison was presiding 
elder and Asbury Clark 
the minister in charge. 
The officer chosen for 
the new circuit were J. 
W. Corman, Henry 
Medcalf, Andrew 
Woods and John 
Lowry. The total collec- 
tions for that year were 
$58.87 of which Seneca 
gave $4.45.

Gallhaus as one of the 
co-founders. The corner- 
stone for the present 
church was laid in 1913. 
Fr. Edwin was the pastor 
for 20 years. The beauti- 
ful new Catholic Church 
was competed 
around 1915 at 
the cost of 
$40,000. 


The 
town continued 
to grow from its 
beginning and 
boasted of 2 grain eleva- 
tors, 2 grocery stores, 3 
cream stations, clothing 
store, barber shop, bank, 
garage, shoeshop, 2 car- 
penter shops, pool hall, 
and furniture store. At 
one time there were 2 
medical doctors — Dr. 
Davis and Dr. Fitzgerald. 
Kelly had a population at 
one time of 250 people. 

The Kelly Bank was 
the child of Nemaha 
County pioneers — G. A. 
Magill, son of Caleb 
Magill was the cashier. 


His wife was the 
daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Scraford. 
Scrafford was a foun- 
der of Seneca. Caleb 
Magill was a pioneer 
resident of Granada. 
The bank started in the 
late 1880’s. Ben Hard 
and Judge Emory of 
Seneca were among the 
directors. The bank was 
robbed in 1917. The 
safe was blown open 
with nitro-glycerin and 
the robbers got less 
than $1,000. The rob- 
bers had slashed the 
telegraph and telephone 
cables to cut off com- 
munications. They 
made a clean getaway 
and were never caught. 
In 1916, Kelly pos- 
sessed a Farmers Union 
Store and Barber Shop, 
2 elevators, (Denton 
Bros. of Leavenworth 
owned the elevator and 
Bert Cole was Man- 
ager.); a Catholic Paro- 
chial School; lumber 
yard, managed by O. D. 
Ruse, cream station, by 
F. E. Gabert; hotel and 


restaurant combined, 
and 200 inhabitants in- 
cluding the station 
agent. The new station 
agent had to camp in a 
box car for two months 
until a house could be 
planned and arranged 
for occupancy for him- 
self and his family as all 
the residences in Kelly 
were inhabited. 

In 1920, the rail- 
road discontinued and 
along with it the eleva- 
tors, lumberyards and 
stockyard. Most of the 
other businesses ended 
by 1930. If it wasn’t for 
the church and school, 
Kelly wouldn’t be as it 
is today. 

Names of business 
operators in the 1920’s 
include Ernest Jenks, 
Blacksmith Shop; Joe 
Schumaker, General 
Mercantile, later — Ket- 
ter and Vandencamp; 
Mr. Gellhaus, Manager 
of Farmers Union. 


Farmers Union Op- 
erations included store, 
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(Continued from page 5) 
elevators, stock yards. 
Later they were man- 
aged by Victor Tappe- 
horn. One of the bank- 
ers was G. W. Rucker, 
Jake Wilson purchased 
the blacksmith shop 
from Mr. Jenks in the 
20’s. Mr. Kongs had the 
hardware store in the 
teens and binders were 
set up all along main 
street with his heavy 
business. Leo Guth had 
the IHC dealership in 
the 20’s and 30’s. Mr. 
Niehues’ father came to 
Kelly in 1907 and set- 
tled. 

The Railroad ended 
the expansion of the 
town of Kelly like it did 
so many other small 
communities which 
were built with the ad- 
vent of the railroad. The 
were “born with the 
railroad” and their plans 
for a large prosperous 
town “died with the 
railroad.” 

Businesses open in 
Kelly today are a Gro- 
cery Store operated by 


C. B. Hulsing (This 
was the “Shoemaker 
Store” originally) Hard- 
ware Store, Skelly, pe- 
troleum business man- 
aged by S. G. Huerter; 
Quality Oil managed 
by Mrs. Virgil Althen- 
hofen; and the post of- 
fice. Mrs. S. G. Huerter 
is the postmistress. 

The hopes and 
plans of pioneers may 
have remained unful- 
filled, but Kelly is 
home to its residents, 
and lives through its 
Church and School. 
The Church has always 
been the nucleus of the 
Kelly community and it 
continues to be. When 
one thinks of Kelly, 
one immediately thinks 
of the St. Bedes 
Church. Fr. Vincent 
Wade, OSB is the pre- 
sent pastor. Kelly may 
not boast about its size, 
but it certainly can take 
pride in its majestic 
Church which is one of 
the most beautiful land- 
marks in the area as its 
steeple towers above all 


over landmarks reaching 
upward toward the heav- 
ens. It conveys to the 
observer not only aes- 
thetic beauty but a con- 
tinuing tower of strength, 
and hope and faith.

The recent rains 
have been propitious and 
timely. Corn is making a 
splendid growth and the 
potato crop is assured. 
Oats is being harvested, 
straw not so heavy but 
better filled than last 
year. 


Some of the finest 
tame hay is being har- 
vested we ever saw 
grow. Not quantity but 
quality, we speak of. 


There are many 
acres of alfalfa from 
which a second crop is 
ready to harvest. 


The dust storm in 
the evening and the 
heavy rains later in the 
night materially inter- 
fered with the tent 
meetings on Thursday 
evening. 


The tent meetings 
are closed. The closing 
services consisted 
mainly of one of the 
most severe tirades of 
abuse by the 
“Wandering Shepherd” 
we have ever heard. No 
one escaped his vile 
tongue. Not being a 
member of any church 
organization himself, 
but a “comeouter,” the 
preacher’s castigation 
of the churches were 
most severe, unkind, 
untrue and unchristian. 


Secret societies came in 


for no small share of 
criticism, but the 
preacher being unac- 
quainted with the inter- 
nal workings of these 
societies, he foundered 
about exposing his ig- 
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norance until the con- 
gregation became dis- 
gusted and quietly with- 
drew from the tent to 
their homes. That night 
the wanderers left and it 
is to be hoped their fu- 
ture visits will be few 
and far between. 


The heavy rains of 
the last few days have 
filled the creeks and 
watercourses and so 
saturated the ground 
that much of the corn 
will escape the last 
rounding up of the culti- 
vator.

Centralia did not

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C. T. WHITTEN- 
HALL is a son of the 
late Elihu Whittenhall, 
and was born January 3, 
1834, in Addison, Steu- 
ben County, N. Y. Edu- 
cated in his native vil- 
lage, and came to Kan- 
sas with his parents and 
located in Albany until 
1862, when he enlisted 
in the Union cause, en- 
tering the service as 
Second Lieutenant of 
Company A, Fifty- 
fourth United States In- 
fantry. Fought through 
with his regiment in the 
Trans-Mississippi 
Army, and at the close 
of the hostilities re- 
turned to Sabetha. Dur- 
ing the last few years he 
practically controlled 
his father’s extensive 
real estate business, to 
which he succeeded at 
the latter’s demise. He 
has an elegant home in 
Sabetha, and is one of 
her foremost sons so- 
cially, financially and 
religiously, he having 
united with the old Al- 
bany Congregational 
Church twenty-five 
years ago. His wife was 
Frances Stevens, of 
Hornellsville, N. Y. 
They have three chil- 
dren — Charles, Arale- 
nah and Ralph. 


Elihu WHITTEN- 
HALL, deceased, was 
one of the typical Kan- 
sas men, keen, alert, 
aggressive and broadly 
public spirited, who 
have so rapidly ad- 
vanced this, their 
adopted State, to so en- 
viable a rank in the sis- 
terhood of the Union. 
As a leader in the Al- 
bany Colony of sturdy 
New Yorkers who laid 
out Albany, Nemaha 
Co., Kan., in the spring 
of 1858, he is best 
known. During his first 
twelve years here we 
find him a quiet, suc- 
cessful farmer, whose 
command of means and 
whose executive ability 
placed him at the front 
where public measures 
were discussed by the 
colonists. He was 
among the first to 
grasp the situation and 
to take advantage of 
changes wrought 
through the building of 
the railroad to Sabetha, 
at which point he 
opened a real estate of- 
fice in 1870. His busi- 
ness here was begun on 
a large scale and in- 
stantly expanded. Vil- 
lage lots were sold to 
actual settlers at almost 
their own terms, and 
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yet at his death Mr. 
Whittenhall owned about 
one-half the town site. 
His real estate transac- 
tions in Northern Kansas 
were for such men as 
Gov. Porter, of Indiana., 
W. T. Wooster, of Ohio 
and others. Mr. Whitten- 
hall was a founder in Al- 
bany of the 
Congregational 
Church, and From 
continued active “Sabetha, 
in the cause Nemaha County, 
during his life. Kansas” 
He was born in ’ 
1808 in Oxford, ; Andreas’ 
Chenango Co., /2#Storv of Kansas 
N.Y., and 


fought life’s 

battles alone 

after the age of seven, 
when he was left an or- 
phan. When twenty, he 
married Eliza A. Shum- 
way, who was born in 
1809 in the same town 
with himself. She was a 
graduate of the Oxford 
Academy with ex- 
Governor Seymour and 
other distinguished New 
Yorkers, and died Au- 
gust 18, 1866, and was 
followed by her husband 
December 1, 1881.

Scoville, chorister. 


The second M. E. church in 
Seneca, the present church, 
was dedicated on May 18, 
1893 by Bishop Thomas Bow- 
man and cost $9,000. Rev. 
Edwin R. Brown, a brother of 
Mrs. Joshua Mitchell, an uncle 
of Mrs. C. L. Diehm, was pas- 
tor. His widow has lived the 
past 12 years in the Home for 
the Aged in Toopeka. Charles 
Van Cleef led the choir. 


Mrs. W. H. Smith is the 
senior memer of the Sneca 
Methodist Episcopal church. 
She was married in the old 
church on December 23, 1885. 


The 60" anniversary was 
celebrated during the pastorate 
of Rev George Lawellin in 
1937. The pipe organ was in- 


stalled during the pastorate 
of Rev. Robert C. Lintner. 


Of the pastors who have 
served through the years, 
Rev. J. B. Vernon, now of 
Leavenworth, and Rev. L. 
B. Pruitt, at present a pastor 
in Rosedale (Kansas City) 
served the longest. Rev. J. 
Joyce Wilson has been the 
pastor for two years. 


Rev. J. A. Amos 


Rev. John a. Amos was 
born in Baltimore, Mary- 
land, August 31, 1830 and 
died at the age of 58 years 
after a short illness while on 
a visit to London, Ohio. 


In June 1855, at the age 
of 25, he married Miss Ruth 
Smith. His wife and three 
daughters, Mrs. W. H. 
Smith, Mrs. Alice Raines, 
wife of Dr. Raines, Concor- 
dia, and Miss Alice Amos 
survived him at the time of 
his passing on September 
21, 1888. 


Mr. Amos spent his 
early life in Urbana Ohio. 
He received hi higher edu- 
cation at Mount Pleasant 
Academy, Otterbein and 
Wesleyan seminaries. He 
was ordained a pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Circleville, Ohio 
when he was 27. In 1862, at 
the age of 32, he was admit- 
ted to the bar of the Ohio 
Supreme Court. In 1865, he 
came to Kansas to serve the 
M.E. church at Valley Falls. 
He served at Monroeville a 
year, At Hiawatha a year, 
Seneca and troy each three 
years, Centralia one year. 
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Leaving Centralia, he came 
to Seneca and filled the M.E. 
church by appointment. He 
was elected county superin- 
tendent of Nemaha county in 
the fall of 1880 and re- 
elected in 1882. He was 
elected probate judge in 
1886, and re-elected and 
nominated for the third time 
in August preceding his 
death. 


His funeral was held at 
Martin Hall with Rev. T. W. 
Woodrow and Rev. G. C. 
Lockridge, fellow ministers 
in Seneca, in charge. Rev. E. 
R. Brown of Centralia also 
had a part in the service. 
Rev. H. D. Rice preached the 
sermon. Geroge Benedict, 
Thomas Bennett, E. H. 
Chapman, David Magill, A. 
Simon and E. Holtslander of 
Centralia served as pallbear- 
ers. Interment was in the city 
cemetery. 


Mrs. Amos died January 
17, 1896 at the age of 75 
years. Miss Florence Amos, 
a daughter, died March 11, 
1897 at the age of 38. Mrs. 
Alice Raines, widow of Dr. 
T. E. Raines, Concordia; 
Mrs. Nella Amos Smith, 
widow of W. H. Smith, Se- 
neca are the daughters sur- 
viving.

Kansas 


WETMORE 


Z. BEAN, of Wet- 
more, was born October 
29, 1843, in Wauwa- 
tosa, Milwaukee Co., 
Wis. His father James 
L. Bean, was a pioneer 
of Wisconsin, and 
worked on the first 
frame house built in 
Milwaukee. J. L. Bean 
was a New Yorker, and 
married in Chicago to 
Phyllis Butterfield, also 
of New York. About 
1845, they settled in 
Union, Rock Co., Wis., 
and eight years later in 
Stevens’ Point, Wis., 


where the father was in 


the lumber business. Z. 
Bean enlisted in 1864 
in the Fifth Wisconsin 
Volunteer Infantry, and 
served under Sheridan 
in the Shenandoah Val- 
ley and at the siege of 
Petersburg, Va. Was 
sunstruck near that city, 
and honorably dis- 
charged about the close 
of the war. He then 
spent four years in Wis- 
consin; married, and 
settled in Nemaha 
County as a farmer, 
which business he fol- 
lowed until recently, 
when he sold his farm 
and bought the livery 
stable in connection 
with the Dooley House, 
which he is now run- 
ning. His wife was 
Frances Hudson, of 
Granada, whose people 
formerly from New 
York, settled in Kansas 
in 1870. Mr. and Mrs. 


Bean have three children 
all born in Kansas - 
Eidie A., born Septem- 
ber 11, 1871, and twin 
daughters, Ethel May 
and Carrie Estelle, both 
pretty as pictures, and 
difficult to distinguish 


from each other. 


JOHN BRADFORD, 
farmer and stockman, P. 
O. Wetmore, was born in 
1819, in Callaway 
County, Mo., and there 
lived until 1857, when 
he located seven miles 
due west of Atchison, 
Kan., where he built and 
for twelve years kept the 
noted 'Seven Mile 
House,' so well remem- 
bered by the old-timers 
of Kansas. "I didn't see a 
leisure hour here," said 
Mr. Bradford, "and many 
a night have my floors 
been covered with sleep- 
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ing men, and my yard 
filled with wagons and 
teams." While here he 
dealt extensively in grain 
and stock, and carried on 
a large farm, besides 
three years spent in 
freighting on the plains. 
In 1871, he settled ona 
large farm near Whiting, 
Kan. Had 500 acres in 
cultivation here, and em- 
ployed men and teams 
without end. Was under- 
taking too much, how- 
ever, and gradually sold 
out his land. Settled in 
Whiting, and for a num- 
ber of years engaged eXx- 
clusively in the stock 
business. Forming a co- 
partnership with W. S. 
Engle, they began buy- 
ing land about a mile 
south of Wetmore, and 
in 1882 Mr. Bradford 
built near the center of 


their splendid 1,400-acre 


stock-farm, and there 
we find him to-day, 
surrounded with from 
30 to 400 head of cat- 
tle, including 45 graded 
Short-horn cows, 130 
head of yearlings, 55 
two-year olds, and the 
balance calves. Near 
his farmhouse gushes 
out a ‘twin spring' of 
the best water, suffi- 
cient to water all the 
stock in Wetmore 
Township. The entire 
ranch is fenced off into 
"eighty's" and 
"quarters," and one 
"forty," with a five- 
wire fence, for hogs. It 
is doubtless the most 
natural stock-farm, all 
things considered, in 
Nemaha County. Mrs. 
Bradford was Eliza 
Henderson, of Tennes- 
see, and they had two 
children - George Brad- 
ford, who died in But- 
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ler County, Kan., aged 
thirty-five, and Sarah 
M., wife of Henry Lep- 
prin, of Whiting. 


WILLIAM P. 
BUZAN, of the firm of 
Buzan, Hazeltine & 
Co., was born in 1848, 
in Manitou County, 
Central Missouri. At 
fourteen he began to 
learn telegraphy, and 
during the following 
nine years he operated 
and helped to build 
lines for the Western 
Union Telegraph Com- 
pany in Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Colorado and 
Utah. The Centennial 
year found him in Wet- 
more, where he was a 
mercantile clerk until 
the spring of 1881, 
when the present strong 
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lumber firm was 
founded. He is of 
French ancestry, and his 
parents both Kentucki- 
ans. His mother's 
mother died in that 

State at the age of 103 
years. Mrs. Buzan was 
Miss Annie, daughter of 
Augustus Wolfley, de- 
ceased, the pioneer set- 
tler of Wetmore Town- 
ship.

The Congregational 
Church 


The following history 
of the Congregational 
church of Seneca was 
compiled by L. L. Firkins 
and read by him at the 
60" anniversary of the 
church, Dec. 28, 1930. 


In the spring of 1865, 
George Graham, Reuben 
Cone and Edgar W. Cone 
and families moved from 
Albany to Seneca, bring- 
ing with them letters from 
the Albany church. On 
Dec. 2, 1866, was organ- 
ized the First Congrega- 
tional church of Seneca, 
consisting of 10 charter 
members. They were 
George Graham, Mrs. 
Mary J. Graham, Reuben 


Cone, Mrs. Harriet 
Cone, Edgar W. Cone, 
Mrs. Emily Cone, T. 
A. Cone, Mrs. Lizzie 
Tuller, Mrs. Sarah R. 
Clark and Mrs. Kessie 
Mitchell. 


Meetings were held 
from time to time in 
the brick school house, 
now a part of the 
Catholic church. By 
the aid of the Home 
Missionary society and 
through the effort of 
Rev. Harvey Jones, 
then its representative 
in Kansas, the church 
was able to employ a 


pastor. 


Rev. David Judson 
of Addison, Steuben 
county, N. Y., became 
the first pastor, begin- 
ning his labors in Octo- 
ber, 1867. He is spoken 


of as a man of effi- 
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ciency and faithfulness. 
Had God spared his life 
he would doubtless 
have been a power in 
the growing life of the 
church, but on Nov. 2, 
1867, he was called 
away. He is buried in 
the Seneca cemetery. It 
was during his pastorate 
that the church secured 
the old court house and 
used it as a place of 
worship. It stood one 
block east of the church 
where Mrs. John Gress 


now lives. 


For some months 
following, the church 
was supplied by Rev. 
Lemuel Pomeroy, with- 
out compensation. The 
church sought to render 
what assistance it could 
to the family of the de- 
ceased pastor.

the peaceful village of 
Oneida. The people 
of this town are wide 
awake and are thor- 
oughly up-to-date, 


and every business in 


the town is represented 
on our subscription 
list. Oneida doesn’t 
date her beginning 
back to ancient history 
but she is one of the 
old towns of the 
county. The United 
States granted a patent 
of land where Oneida 
is now to P. M. Falts, 
October 1, 1860, and 
in 1873 the 29" day of 
August, Samuel Lap- 
pin deed the same land 
to Cyrus Shinn, who 


came from Iroquois 
county, Illinois. Mr. 
Shinn platted the 
town August 7, 1878, 
and on the ninth day 
of the same month 
the plat was put on 
record. Oneida was 
named after Oneida 
Illinois and Gilman 
township takes its 
name from Gillman, 
Illinois. Cyrus Shinn, 
the “daddy” of the 
town erected the first 
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building — a land office 
— which is still standing 
between Murdock’s 
brick and Grant Ford’s 
barber shop. The town 
never was troubled with 
a “boom” but made a 
steady and rapid growth 
until the Rock Island 
was built through the 
north part of the county. 
While Oneida did not 
lose any of her popula- 
tion, yet the town of 
Bern cut off consider- 
able trade from the 
north which all came to 
Oneida before the build- 
ing of the railroad. The 
town was incorporated 
as a city on the 3™ day 
of June 1884. The fol- 
lowing is a list of the 
city “dads:” Mayor, 
Wm. Magee; marshal 
and street commis- 
sioner, J. F. McCarty; 
city clerk, M.C. Amold; 


city treasurer, H. R. 
Melendy; councilmen, 
W. T. Moody, C. C. 
Wilson John Hagan, H. 
R. Melendy, and J. L. 
Smothers; police judge, 
James Slater. 

The society of 
Oneida is the best, and 
many swell events take 
place every season. 
One will find no “400” 
or “upper crust” crowd 
but all mingle together 
in a sociable way, 
which makes this little 
town the ideal place to 
live. 

Oneida does a good 
business and especially 
in the grain and live 
stock business, which is 
excelled by few towns 
in this part of the state. 
There has been, at dif- 
ferent times in the his- 
tory of Oneida, an ef- 
fort to run a newspaper, 


but it seems to have 


been by boys who had 
been around a printing 
office long enough to 
locate the letters in the 
cases and imagined they 
were prepared to launch 
out in the world and run 
a newspaper — the 
molder of public opinion 
— and in each case it was 
a brilliant failure. This is 
a fine location for a live, 
hustling, up-to-date 
newspaperman. The citi- 
zens of this town believe 
in obeying the law to the 
letter, and should a man 
have the misfortune to e 
snake bitten on the 
streets of this town he 
would have to ride to 
Seneca before he would 
be able to get an anti- 


dote. During our short 


stay here we were treated 


very courteously by 
these good people, and 


the town of Oneida will 
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always get a good word 
from strangers as long as 
she is inhabited by the 
class of people that are 


there now. 


Drs. Murdock &

The above named 
gentlemen are the only 
physicians in the town. 
S. Murdock, sr., was 
born in Indiana and lo- 
cated in Oneida seven- 
teen years ago. Dr. Mur- 
dock is a graduate of 
Keokuk medical college 
and has been practicing 
medicine for forty years. 
The doctor has been a 
close student all his life 
and always keeps up 
with the times. He had 
charge of the brick hos- 
pital at Jefferson City, 
Missouri in 1861 and the 


14" ward of Pope’s gen- 


eral hospital on the 
field of battle in Missis- 
sippi in 1862 and later 
his enthusiasm was so 
great he left the surgi- 
cal work and shoul- 
dered a musket, enlist- 
ing in the 47" Illinois 
Infantry and was 
wounded in the knee 
and in the shoulder at 
the battle of Farming- 
ton, Mississippi. Dr. 
Murdock was govern- 
ment surgeon for the 
pension bureau for 
eight years previous to 
his coming to Kansas. 
He does nothing now 
but office work, and is 
one of the noted spe- 
cialists of this state in 
Gynaecology. Dr. S. 
Murdock jr., is one of 
those kind of men with 
whom it is a pleasure to 
meet. Though born in

fell before the “ax” of 


progress this past month. 


It was the coal chute on 
the Union Pacific Rail- 
road. When the chute 
was built, the road was 
known as the St. Joseph 
and Grand Island. 

With the coming of 
Diesel engines, there is 
no longer any use for 
coal chutes and water 


tanks. The chutes was 


sold to Clarence Davis of 


Sabetha, who razed the 
structure and sold the 
lumber. 

The late Adam Leuze 
shoveled the coal into 
the chute bins a number 
of years, in fact, to the 
time of his death. His 
sons, the late Ernest, 
John and Bill Leuze as- 


sisted their father. F. J. 
(Fritz) Hermann, of 
Sabetha, shoveled 
when a boy, and re- 
ceived one cent an ton 
for the coal he shov- 
eled. 

Before the chute was 
built, the coal was 
shoveled from coal cars 
into the coal tender of 
the engines. When the 
chute and bins were put 
in operation, the fire- 
men would trip a latch 
and the coal would roll 
from the chute into the 
tender. 

In the early days the 
old Grand Island, now 
Union Pacific, ran four 
passenger trains and 
four freight trains daily 
as a regular schedule in 
addition to excursions 
and extra stock trains. 

A man by the name 
of Fletcher who oper- 


ated a hotel in Sabetha 


took his own life by 
hanging from the high 
timbers of the chute. 

The old St. Joseph 
and Grand Island had its 
first train into Sabetha 
in the spring of 1872, 
according to old timers. 

The only service on 
this road in Sabetha at 
this time is a freight 
train each way once a 
day. The passenger ser- 
vice, which was a two- 
car motor train, was dis- 
continued last year. 

For many years, the 
passenger trains ran 
from St. Joseph to 
Grand Island, Neb., as 


their division.

Andreas’ History of 
Kansas 


WETMORE 


M. CALLAHAN is a 
native of Limerick, Ire- 
land. About 1840, his 
people came to the 
United States and settled 
in Pennsylvania. He 
grew up in Richmond, 
Va., where he learned 
the blacksmith's trade in 
the famous Tredegar 
Iron Works. Prior to the 
Rebellion, he helped to 
put the machinery in the 
United States war- 
steamers ‘Jamestown’ 
and 'Roanoke,' that soon 
became noted as fight- 
ing-ships. Mr Callahan's 
first real removal was to 
Terre Haute, Ind., where 


he followed his trade, 


working at a later date 
in Litchfiels, Ill., then 
in Indianapolis, Ind. He 
came to Kansas as an 
employe on the Central 
Branch Railroad, then 
building west from At- 
chison, and for a time 
pumped water and 
lived in a boxcar where 
Wetmore now stands, 
and for four years was 
a ‘section boss,' his sec- 
tion extending from the 
twenty-fifth to the sixti- 
eth mile-post. His fam- 
ily meanwhile lived in 
Netawaka and Wet- 
more. In the latter place 
he finally settled, and 
in 1880 built his home, 
in connection with 
which he has a restau- 
rant, "The Farmer's 
Home," and a ten-pin 
ally. A good farm re- 
cently sold by him, and 
the proceeds thereof 


will probably be in- 
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vested in another one. 
He married Anne 
Boucher, of Terre 
Haute, Ind., by whom 
he has three children - 
Henry (born in Indian- 
apolis), William and 
Margaret, born in Kan- 


Sas. 


JOHN H. CAMP- 
BELL, farmer, Section 
30, P. O. Wetmore, was 
born in 1832, in Pulaski 
County, Mo. His father 
James Campbell, born 
in Harwood County, N. 
C., was a territorial set- 
tler in Missouri; married 
Ruth Anderson, and at 
his death, in 1836, left 
five children, of whom 
J. H. and A. G. Camp- 
bell, with their mother, 
came to Kansas early in 
1856 from Laclede 
County, Mo. Both sons 
were bachelors, and

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both made claims, J. H. 
on the southwest quarter 
of Section 1, and A. G. 
on the southwest quarter 
of Section 3. A rude, 
low roofed cabin was 
built, and though the 
stalwart young men 
could barely stand up- 
right in it, yet here they 
spent the summer of 
1856, on no floor but 
mother earth. Such was 
the commencement in 
1856, and to- day 
(1882) we find J. H. 
Campbell the owner of 
a finely improved 280- 
acre farm and a 240- 
acre grazing tract, and 
living with his family in 
a substantial frame 
farmhouse, 32x26 feet, 
two stories and hip roof, 
and everything needed 
by the prosperous 
farmer of the age. His 
wife was Sarah Wil- 


liams; married Decem- 
ber 31, 1862; and their 
three children are: 
Henry, Frances R., and 
Mary L., all born on the 
Kansas farm. Mr. 
Campbell well remem- 
bers his adventures dur- 
ing the ‘Kansas War' - 
his capture by the noted 
Kickapoo Rangers, and 
his banishment to Mis- 
souri on the pain of 
death. A. G. Campbell 
went to Colorado and 
became wealthy in 
mining speculations, 
and noted as the con- 
testant for the seat of 
polygamous delegate 
Cannon, of Utah, in the 
United States Congress. 


ELWIN CAMP- 
FIELD, attorney-at- 
law, son of T. A. 
Campfield, a pioneer 
settler of old Home 


Township, was born 


November 16, 1847, and 
came with his parents to 
Kansas in 1859. Was and 
attendant of the early 
schools of Kansas, and 
later of the Agricultural 
College at Manhattan 
and the Institution at Ir- 
ving. Studied law with 
Taylor & Purnell, of Se- 
neca, and was admitted 
to the bar of Nemaha 
County in October, 
1874. Began practice at 
Centralia, and in March, 
1881, removed to Wet- 
more, where he has built 
up a prosperous law, real 
estate, loan and insur- 
ance business. Mr. 
Campfield is an active 
member of Wetmore 
Lodge A. F. & A. M., 
and it is through his 
agency as Senior War- 
den of the Lodge that the 
name was changed from 
Granada to Wetmore in 
1882.

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The Congregational 
Church 


On May 15, 1868, the 
Rev. W. C. Stewart be- 
came the second pastor 
and on May 20, 1868, the 
church asked and _ re- 
ceived admission to the 
general association at 
Manhattan. Mr. and Mrs. 
George Graham were the 
first delegates. They 
drove till night came on 
and then staked out their 
horses and sat in the 
buggy all night, there be- 
ing no house on the open 
prairie where they could 
find lodging. 


June 20, 1870 it was 
decided to build a house 
of worship. Reuben Cone, 
C. T. Whittenhall, H. P. 
Dryden, J. L. Fuller and 
O.C. Dickinson were 
named as the building 


committee. It was de- 
cided to put up a build- 
ing 32x50 feet. The 
contract was let to A. 
Webb of Sabetha. The 
church consisted at that 
time of 20 members of 
limited financial abil- 
ity, yet rich in faith., 
perseverance and good 
works. The building 
was completed at a 
cost of $3200. Five 
hundred dollars was 
supplied by the Con- 
gregational Union, now 
the Congregational 
Building Society. It 
was dedicated on 
Christmas day, 1870. 
The pastor was aided 
in the dedicatory ser- 
vice by Rev. J.F. Van- 
Dyke of Centralia, 
Rev. O. A. Thomas of 
Albany and Rev. J. J. 
Merrill of Topeka, who 
preached the sermon. 
A debt of $500 re- 
mained unpaid at this 
time. At the dedication, 
Mrs. George Graham 
presented the Bible 
from which the Scrip- 
ture was read at the 
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anniversary 60 years 
later. 


During the pastorate 
of Rev. Stewart, there 
were received into the 
church the following 
members: James F. 
Brock, Adeline Brock, 
Mrs. Jane Hornbeck, 
Preston H. Stirk, Mrs. 
Ellen Stirk, Henry Dry- 
den, Sara A. Dryden, 
Mrs. Mary A. Leather- 
bery, Mrs. Maria A. 
King, Daniel Scoville, 
Mrs. E. P. P. Scoville, 
Mrs. Grace Mathews, 
Mrs. Gertrude Sargent, 
C. T. Whittenhall, Mrs.

Andreas’ History of 
Kansas 


WETMORE 


M. P. M. CASSITY, 
attorney-at-law, was 
born June 15, 1835, in 
Fleming County, Ky. 
His father was a Ken- 
tuckian, whose parents 
lived to the age of 95 
and 98 years. The sub- 
ject of this sketch was 
brought up and edu- 
cated in Kentucky; vis- 
ited Kansas in 1858 and 
made a claim on Sec- 
tion 18, Township 4, 
Range 15 Brown 
County; taught school 
in the winter of 1857-58 
in Linaeus, Mo., and the 
winter of 1858-59 in the 
log schoolhouse in Gra- 


nada, Kan., it being the 


first school. The house 
was built and the 
school supported by 
subscription. From 
1860 to 1864 he was in 
the grocery business at 
Oak Point and Gra- 
nada; was Justice of the 
Peace and Town Clerk 
of Granada in 1865-'66; 
Deputy County Asses- 
sor in 1866, and in 
1667-'68 traveled over 
Western Missouri, 
Eastern Kansas and 
Southern Nebraska in 
the insurance business. 
In 1868 came to Wet- 
more and built the third 
building in the place, a 
‘poxhouse,' near the 
depot, and opened the 
first lumber yard di- 
rectly opposite. The 
year 1871 found him in 
the mercantile business 
in Sabetha, and in 1872 
he practiced law there. 


He then traveled three 


years for the St. Joseph 
Gazette, and since that 
time has resided in Wet- 
more, engaged in the 
lumber business and the 
practice of law, which he 
has followed for twenty- 
five years. He has served 
in all nine years as Jus- 
tice of the Peace, and is 
now Justice of the Peace 
and Police Judge of Wet- 
more. In 1878, at Platts- 
burg, Mo., he defended 
and cleared one Samuals, 
a half brother of Frank 
and Jesse James, charged 
with a deadly assault 
upon a colored man with 
a revolver. 'The Judge,’ 
as he is familiarly called, 
has a good memory, and 
is full of incidents and 
anecdotes relating to 
early days in Kansas and 
the West. 

GEORGE COX, 
farmer. P. O. Wetmore, 


was born in 1837 in Lon- 
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don, England, where he 
learned the carpenter's 
trade, serving a six years’ 
apprenticeship. He came 
to America in 1868 as 
one of the Kansas colo- 
nists from London. In 
the spring of 1869 he 
homesteaded eighty 
acres, and was so poor at 
to be obliged to pay for 
the first breading done 
upon it by giving his 
coat. In 1870 he man- 
aged, by buying one 
horse and hiring another, 
to get a team, and then 
was doomed to see his 
first crop destroyed by 
grasshoppers. During the 
winter of 1870-'71 he 
built a ‘Kansas’ house, or 
boxhouse, and began life 
here when he had but a 
cord of wood in the way 
of family supplies. To- 
day we find his farm 
hedged, mostly in culti- 


vation, and upon it a 


house costing $1,100, 
with barn, stock yards, 
wire fences, orchard, 
etc., etc. His wife was 
Jane Lansley, also of 
London. They were 
married in that city in 
1859, and have nine 
living children, four 
born in London and the 
balance in Nemaha 
County, Kan. 

H. C. De FOREST, 
of De Forest Brothers, 
merchants. I. N. De 
Forest and two sons, 
Charles and H. C., 
came to Kansas in 
1869, purchasing a 
farm four miles south 
of Wetmore, the father 
and H. C. engaging for 
about three years in the 
lumber and implement 
business, a I. N. De 
Forest & C. At the end 
of that time H. C. 
bought the interest of 
W. W. Letson, of the 
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firm of Letson & 
Spencer. J. D. Spencer 
& Co. Did business un- 
til April, 1877, when 
Charles De Forest se- 
cured Mr. Spencer's in- 
terest, constituting the 
present firm. H. C. De- 
forest is a native of 
Dutchess County, N. Y. 
Graduated a Yale Col- 
lege in 1863, and was 
for six years in business 
in Chicago. Mrs. I. N. 
De Forest and Rodman 
A. joined the father and 
brothers in 1870, the 
family coming from 
Madison, Wis., for- 
merly from Dutchess 
County, N. Y. The De 
Forest Brothers are do- 
ing a large and increas- 
ing business, their stock 
having increased from 
$3,000 000 to $15,000 
in ten years, it now in- 
cluding everything ex- 
cept drugs and hard- 
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ware. 

JOHN DUDLEY, 
farmer, P. O. Wetmore, 
was born in 1838, in 
Coles County, Ill, and 
there reared a farmer. In 
1859 he came to Kan- 
sas: was discouraged by 
the destitution and hard- 
ships of 1860; returned 
to Illinois, and enlisted 
from Coles County in 
1861 as a private in the 
Third Missouri Cavalry. 
His service was in Mis- 
souri and Arkansas, and 
at Little Rock, Ark., he 
was wounded in the arm 
and taken prisoner. Af- 
ter several months’ cap- 
tivity he was paroled 
and rejoined his regi- 
ment. On the last day of 
1864 he was a second 
time captured, and after 
being taken 124 miles 
into Arkansas, made his 
escape, lost most of his 


clothes in swimming the 


Saline River, and 
crossed Arkansas in a 
pair of pantaloons, bade 
by tearing out the 
sleeves of his coat. 
Since the war he has 
resided in Kansas as a 
farmer. He married, in 
his and her native 
county, Susan E. Lem- 
mon. They have nine 
children (eight daugh- 
ters and one son, Wm. 
E. Dudley).

WETMORE 


J. W. GRAM, M. D., 
Mayor of Wetmore, was 
born December 5, 1845, 
in Tuscarawas County 
Ohio. In 1852 his parents 
settled near Independ- 
ence, Iowa. J. W. at- 
tended the school of both 
States, paying his own 
way by working and 
teaching, and was finally 
enabled to enter Hopkin- 
ton Collegiate Institute, 
which, however, he left 
in 1864, and enlisted in 
the Forty-fourth Iowa 
Volunteer Infantry. Was 
at Tupelo, Miss., and 
Memphis when the rebel 
Forrest made his memo- 
rable raid and dashed 


into that city. Dr. Gra- 
ham has in his posses- 
sion a paper signed by 
President Lincoln and 
countersigned by Sec- 
retary Stanton, confer- 
ring special thanks 
upon him for service 
performed. At the close 
of the Rebellion he be- 
gan the study of medi- 
cine in Winthrop, Iowa; 
came to Kansas in 
1868, and after a year's 
practice in Capioma 
came to Wetmore, 
which has since, been 
his home. He is a 
graduate of the North- 
western Medical Col- 
lege, St. Joseph, Mo. 
His wife was Miss 
Alma, daughter of N. 
H. Rising, a very early 
settler of Granada, and 
their five children were 
born in Wetmore. The 
Doctor built the first 
drug store here; kept it 
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eight years; was Post- 
master 1872-'74, and 
has served eight years 
as Justice of the Peace. 
In politics he is and In- 
dependent Republican; 


religious views liberal. 


J. H. HART, farmer, 
P. O. Wetmore, was 
born in 1833, in Bath 
County, Ky., and reared 
in Putnam County, Ind. 
In 1860 he settled in 
Marion County, Iowa, 
and in the fall of 1862 
enlisted in Company I, 
Thirty-third Iowa Vol- 
unteer Infantry. Was in 
the Western army; 
enlisted in Company I, 
Thirty-Third Iowa Vol- 
unteer Infantry. Was in 
the Western army; was 
in the Yazoo Pass, at 
Shell Mound Fort, He- 
lena, and Duvall's Bluff; 
also at the second cap- 
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ture of Little Rock. 
Ark., Pine Bluffs, Sa- 
line River; then at Cam- 
den, Ark., Red River. 
Little Rock, White 
River, and finally to 
New Orleans, and 
thence to Mobile. While 
besieging the forts 
there, a ten- inch shell 
came screaming 
through the air toward a 
rifle-pit in which were 
Mr. Hart and two com- 
rades. And as it rushed 
on, Mr. Hart exclaimed, 
"Boys, that's coming in 
here!" and sprang to one 
side just as the shell 
buried itself where he 
had been seated a mo- 
ment before. It was a 
most miraculous escape, 
as he was the only man 
of the three who moved 
at all. After the fall of 
Mobile, his regiment 


did some duty to the 


north of that city, and 
was then transferred to 
Mexico and Texas, and 
in the fall of 1885 sent 
via. New Orleans to 
Rock Island, Ill., and 
there discharged. Re- 
turning to Indiana, he 
rejoined his family, 
took them to Marion 
County, Iowa, and in 
1867 struck for Kansas, 
settling on a farm two 
miles east of Granada, 
where he made good 
improvements and 
lived until 1875, when 
he located on his pre- 
sent 110-acre farm. 
Here he has a good 
house with eight 
rooms; a well-fenced 
farm, and plenty of tim- 
ber on Elk Creek. He 
married in Putnam 
County. Ind., Pally A. 
Clawson, who left one 
daughter, Annie, at her 
death. The present Mrs. 


Hart was Nancy Murphy, 
and by her he has two 
children, Sarah E. and 
Ara O. Mr. Hart is a 
member of the Christian 
Church of Elk Creek, 


and is a Deacon Therein. 


JOHN HA- 
ZELTINE, deceased, a 
native of Sweden, was 
twice married in Swe- 
den. He had three sons - 
John, Alfred and 
Charles. John and Alfred 
came to America and 
located in Pennsylvania 
in 1859; about a year 
later the father and re- 
maining brother joined 
them, and in the spring 
of 1860 they all came 
together to Kansas, set- 
tling on a new prairie 
farm half a mile west of 
where Wetmore now 
stands. John Hazeltine, 
Jr., died here in 1865,

WETMORE 


ALFRED JONES, 
farmer, P. O. Wetmore, 
was born in 1830, in 
Delaware County. Ind. 
At fourteen he struck 
out for himself and set- 
tled on the Platte Pur- 
chase in Missouri, liv- 
ing there until 1855, 
when he came to Kan- 
sas, making a claim be- 
tween Leavenworth and 
Lawrence, and im- 
proved two different 
farms prior to the Re- 
bellion. During that 
great struggle he served 
as a volunteer in Col. 
Jennison's Fifteenth 
Kansas, and helped 
fight the rebels Price, 


Marmaduke and Hind- 
man in Missouri. Ar- 
kansas and the Chero- 
kee county. Since the 
war he has engaged in 
farming in Atchison 
and Nemaha Counties, 
and settled on his pre- 
sent eighty-acre farm 
about 1872. His wife 
was Mary A. Under- 
wood. And they have 
eight children, three 
born in Platte County, 
Mo., and five in Kan- 
sas. Mr. Jones has a 
pleasant home and 
valuable farm. And is 
one of the respected old 


settlers of this State. 


DAVID M. LOCK- 
NANE, deceased, the 
first settler of Granada 
Township and one of 
the earliest in Kansas, 
was born March 13, 
1823, in Clark County, 
Ky.: removed to Ray 


County, Mo., and there 


married Miss Clarissa E. 


Owens, a native of Clark 


County, Ky. From 1850 
to '53, Mr. Locknane 


was in California, and in 


March, 1855. He came 


from Platte County, Mo., 


to Kansas, settling on 
what has since been 
named Locknane's 
Creek, in his honor. His 


claim was just west of 


what was afterwards laid 


out as the town or village 


of Granada, and the log 
house that he built in 
February, 1855, is still 
standing - the oldest 
building in Nemaha 
County. From 1860 to 
1864 he kept the 


‘Granada Hotel,' and then 


resuming his farm work, 
actively continued it un- 
til his melancholy death 
caused by a runaway 


team in August 1879.,

He was made a Mason in 


Clay County, Mo., and 
was a charter member of 
Granada Lodge A. F. & 
A. M.; was also a mem- 
ber of the Christian 
Church in Granada. He 
left a valuable farm of 


320 acres, to which the 


widow later added eighty 


acres. Mrs. Locknane is 
still living. Clear headed 
and vigorous, a hale and 
handsome matron, who 
can tell of many an epi- 
sode of interest regard- 
ing ‘Bleeding Kansas' in 
the days of the 'Border 
War.' A company of 
South Carolinians 
camped in their 
(Locknane's) door-yard, 


and one of the number 


accidentally shot himself 


so badly that death en- 
sued. It was not an un- 
usual event for a band of 


Pro or Anti-slavery 


horsemen to dash into 
their yard and demand 
‘dinner in fifteen min- 
utes,’ and leaders like 
Jim Lane, etc., were 
sometimes guests of 
this pioneer family. Ten 
children survive Mr. 
Locknane, viz: Cicely 
J. John D. Winifield 
Scott, Sarah E. (Born, 
November 8, 1858, in 
Granada Township), 
Ella K., Mary V., Har- 
riet F., Clara B., Chas. 
S. and Cora E. 


CHAS. 
McCARTHY, drug- 
gist, was born 1836, in 
London, England; was 
educated there and 
served an apprentice- 
ship of seven years as a 
coppersmith and bra- 
zier, at which trades he 
worked in all fifteen 
years. In 1869 he came 
to America, with the 
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original colony of Eng- 
lish people, who settled 
in Nemaha County, and 
for a few years identi- 
fied his fortunes with 
that association. He 
then went East to Chi- 
cago, worked about 
three years for a whole- 
sale house there and 
five years for the Stan- 
dard Oil Co. His earn- 
ings were wisely in- 
vested, and at this writ- 
ing he has property val- 
ued at $4,000 in Chi- 
cago, and real estate in 
Nemaha County valued 
at $2,000, all acquired 
in eight years. He came 
to Wetmore for perma- 
nent settlement, and be- 
gan his present business 
in June, 1862. His wife 
was Mary Hollaghan, 
and they have five chil- 
dren - Charles, Thomas, 
Eugene, Justin and

a word of criti- 
cism on it. No 
section of Ne- 
maha County has 
kinder favors of 


sense and soil, 
and nowhere in 
Kansas does the 
seed of spring- 
time grow more 
grandly for the 
harvest days of 
autumn. Kansas is an agri- 
cultural state par excel- 
lence and IIlinois township 
is one of the fertile spots of 
the state. There is scarcely 
any cereal that will not 
flourish in its fertile acres, 
and fruits that are not 
found in other western lo- 
calities appear here in 
abundance. For the hus- 
bandmen it is a paradise, 
for the herder an Eden; and 
no wonder its population 
has increased so rapidly 
within the past bellum 
years, and no wonder that 
the people who claim citi- 
zenship here are the van- 
guard of enterprise and 
public spirit. Illinois town- 
ship lies in the golden grain 
ground of Nemaha county, 


and its soil has a fertility 
that makes it suitable for 
the growth of nearly 
every seed that nature 
intended for life. Its un- 
dulating prairies need but 
unlocking by the plow to 
reveal treasures that are 
really fabulous in their 
extent and value and that 
is the finest pastoral pic- 
ture of America today, 
showing in all its royal 
colorings most promising 
thing for the days to 
come. This township has 
been fortunate in securing 
the class of people who 
appreciate agricultural 
worth and understand 
farming in all its various 
branches. The Kansas 
farmer is little understood 
in the East. When the pio- 
neer settlers came to this 
township the country was 
all open. The man master 
of all the domain around 
him he did not have to go 
to work and dig up 
stumps or plow around 
stones in his field, there 
were no swamps to ditch, 
but all was free and open. 


The first settler in 
this township was George 
F. Roots. Mr. Roots was 
born in England and came 
to Kansas and located on 
the farm he now lives on 
in 1856. Mr. Roots is the 
father of Illinois town- 
ship, he gave it its name; 
circulated the petition for 
its organization, and 
made eleven unsuccessful 
applications before the 
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county commissioners but 
the twelfth time he was 
successful. Mr. Roots set- 
tled on his farm as a 
squatter and afterwards 
bought the land from the 
government at $1.25 per 
acre. The first few years 
he was here he experi- 
enced all the hardships 
incident to pioneer life. In 
1860 Mr. Roots returned 
to Illinois and enlisted in 
the 36" Ill, Vol. Inf., and 
fought in the battles of 
Pea Ridge, Corinth, Perry- 
ville, Chickamauga, Peach 
Creek and was with 
Sherman on his march to 
the sea. Mr. Roots is 64 
years old, and shows but 
little effects of the hard- 
ships endured as a pioneer 
soldier. He now owns 240 
acres of land and has hon- 
estly earned enough of 
this world’s goods to keep 
him comfortably fixed for 
the rest of his life. He is 
an entertaining talker and 
his reminiscences and ex- 
periences would cover 
many pages. 


Tom Carlton is one 
of those men who reads 
nearly all the county 
newspapers. He was born 
in North Carolina and has 
been in Kansas for eight- 
een years, during which 
time he has acquired 240 
acres of land and is wait- 
ing for an opportunity to 
buy another 240.

In order to distinguish 
this draft from any preceding or succeeding drafts each of these numbers will bear the letter 
‘A’ preceding. This identifies this draft in Washington and saves time in the government of- 


fices.

A. J. McCREERY, 
M. D., farmer, P. O. 
Wetmore, is a son of 
Alexander McCreery, 
deceased, who was the 
father of eight children, 
of whom three sons 
served during the rebel- 
lion in the Union Army. 
A. J. McCreery enlisted 
in September, 1862, at 
Holton, Kan., in the 
Eleventh Kansas Volun- 
teer Infantry, and served 
with that regiment 
throughout the entire 
war (See sketch of Kan- 
sas, Eleventh Infantry, 
in this volume). He has 
since been a resident of 
Kansas, and has re- 
cently sold a farm in 
Wetmore Township. Six 
of the eight children 
above referred to are 
now residents of Kan- 
sas. The father died in 
1876 in Wetmore 
Township. Alvin O. 
McCreery, now post- 
master of Wetmore, 
served in the Ninth 
Indiana, and Wm. H., in 
Tenth Regiment Kansas 
Volunteers. 


THOS. MILAM, 
M. D., OF Wetmore, is 


a son of M. S. Milam, a 
native of Franklin 
County, Ky., who mar- 
ried Harriet Stokes, of 
Rutherford County, 
Tenn., and brought his 
family to Kansas in 
September 1859, set- 
tling on Elk Creek, 
three miles east of 
where Holton was af- 
terwards built. Here 
they began farming on 
the virgin sod of the 
Kansas prairie, meeting 
with but indifferent 
success for several 
years. In 1859 then 
planted thirty acres of 
corn, but did not har- 
vest a bushel, and in 
consequence saw some 
pinching times in 1860. 
In 1870 M. S. Milam

tired from farming, and 
have since lived in Hol- 
ton. Their only son, 
whose name heads this 
sketch, was educated in 
the Holton High School 
and in Cumberland 
University.

NATHANIEL

At the expira- 
tion of his parole he re- 
enlisted February, 1863, 
in the Seventh 
Illinois Cavalry,

Somerville, Hatchie 
River, Moscow, Colum- 
bia, Franklin and Nash- 
ville, and everywhere the 
regiment added to the 
laurels already won. The 
testimonials of his com- 
manding officers show 
that Private (afterwards 
Sergeant) Morris, was 
ever foremost in all posts 
requiring cool courage 
and reckless daring. 
While near Somersville, 
Tenn., dressed in citizens 
clothes, he captured a 
rebel captain, and near 
Ripley, Miss., himself 
and a comrade over- 
hauled and captured two 
rebel officers. On an- 
other occasion he pur- 


sued a mounted rebel 
with only a small re- 
volver, overhauled him 
and presented his 
weapon when the rebel 
exclaimed: "I'll surren- 
der!" almost instantly 
thereafter, grasping the 
muzzle of the revolver, 
and presenting his own 
shot-gun at Morris, 
who shot the rebel so 
seriously that he died 
the next day. Mr. Mor- 
ris takes pride in relat- 
ing the incidents of 
camp and field life, es- 
pecially the recovery of 
his favorite horse, 
which had been cap- 
tured by Saul Street, 
the noted guerrilla, 
Street himself being 
captured with the horse, 
by the One Hundred 
and Third Illinois regi- 
ment, and the steed 
turned over to his right- 
ful owner. When but a 
boy seventeen years 
old, he came to Kansas 
and settled in Linn 
County, this being the 
fall of 1857. At that 
time John Brown and 
James Montgomery 
were stirring up the 
pro-slavery men in that 
section. United States 
Deputy Marshal Rus- 
sell, of Arkansas, came 
up and organized two 
companies in Linn and 
one in Bourbon 
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County. Nathaniel Mor- 
ris went into company 
No. 2, and went 
through the Jayhawker 
War. They had two 
skirmishes with John 
Brown, both on Big 
Sugar Creek. There was 
but one man killed in 
this war, and that was a 
captain, who was shot 
when getting a gun out 
of a wagon to shoot a 
prairie chicken.

They are 
also politicians of fist wa- 
ter. J. L. Payne last year 
was elected trustee of the 
township, which is over- 
whelmingly republican. 


Virginia is the native 
home of E. D. Nickell, but 
he left his home twenty- 
three years ago and came 
to Kansas. Mr. Nickell is 
an enthusiastic democrat 
and feels sure that Ne- 
braska will send her fa- 
vorite son to the presiden- 
tial chair. 


F. A. Dabner is one 
of the old settlers. He 
came from his native state 


of Illinois to Kansas 
forty-two years ago and 
has lived through all the 
troublous times of bleed- 
ing Kansas. Mr. Dabner 
has a fine 100-acre home, 
and surrounded by his 
interesting family he is 
enjoying life as only the 
Kansas farmers can. 


One of the enthusias- 
tic young democrats of 
Illinois township is Ira 
Holsapple.

Sts. Peter and Paul’s 


(Written by Rev. Pirmine 
Koumley, O. S. B., Founder and 
first Pastor.) 


Before the summer of 1869 
there was no Catholic church in 
Seneca. The few Catholics who 
lived in and near Seneca at- 
tended church on Wild Cat 
creek, four miles northwest of 
Seneca whenever services were 
held there. P. Pirmine M. 
Koumley, O. s. B., Atchison, 
held monthly services in St. 
Mary’s on Wild Cat, beginning 
in January, 1867. Once in a 
while Mass was celebrated in 
Seneca in the home of Matthias 
Stein. 


Up to 1869 there were only 
about 10 Catholic families in 
and near Seneca. Bishop J. B. 
Miege S. J. frequently expressed 
the wish to see a church built in 
Seneca and requested Matthias 
Stein, oldest Catholic immigrant 
in Seneca, a good religious, gen- 
erous man, to purchase a piece 
of property. 


In April, 1869, the district 
school house, and the entire 
block in Seneca was put up for 
sale. Mr. Stein decided to buy 
the property. He got the entire 
block for $1,000. The Protes- 
tants in Seneca looked with fa- 
vor upon the effort of the Catho- 


lics and assisted them in every 
possible way. Some of the first 
subscribers were Matthias Stein, 
Fred Fischer, Louis McGowan, 
Peter McQuaid, John Spielman, 
Peter P. Lierz, Tom Morgan, 
Anton Kablitz Jr., Peter J. As- 
senmacher, John Lach, Anton 
Koblitz, Sr., John Stahl and 
these Protestants: J. P. Taylor, 
Levi Hensel, Leopold Cohen, 
Isaac Friend, Abijah Wells, 
Abraham Kyger, J. W. Tuller, 
J.C. Hebbard, Dickinson & 
Cowdrey, Samuel Lappin, C. G. 
Scrafford, H. Lanham, John 
Peckham, J. P. Cone, Alberta 
Clark, R. E. Nelson, Ed. Ingram, 
Dr. Fessenden, Jacob Meisner. 


Catholics and Protestants 
contributed $695.50.0f this 
amount $640 was paid to the 
school district and the remain- 
der was for an alter and fittings. 
The deed for the church and 
block was made out in the name 
of St. Benedict’s College, At- 
chison. In June, Mr. Stein and 
Mr. Fischer began remodeling 
the school for a church. Both 
worked many days without pay. 


The first service in the 
church was on July 11, 1869. P. 
Louis Fink, prior of Atchison, 
blessed the church which was 
named Sts. Peter and Paul. He 
preached an English sermon 
because there were so many 
Protestants present. Rev. P. Pir- 
mine, O.S.B. sang High mass. 
Daniel Huhn, teacher and organ- 
ist, arrived a few days before 
and played the organ which was 
loaned by Mr. Stein. Services 
were held in Seneca on the sec-

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ond Sunday in September and 
November. 


Near the end of 1869 and 
during 1870 many Catholics 
moved to Seneca from all parts 
of the Union. In 1870, P. Louis 
M. Fink, O. S. B., prior in At- 
chison published many articles 
in the newspapers of the coun- 
try, urging and encouraging 
people to move to Seneca. So 
successful were his efforts that 
in the beginning of 1871 the 
parish numbered more than 80 
families. 


From January, 1870, Rev. 
Pirmine held monthly services 
in Seneca on the second Sun- 
day. 


Through the influence of Mr. 
Stein, a cemetery one-half mile 
north of Seneca, four acres, was 
donated by J. F. Meyer, Bernard 
Schmits, William Schmits, John 
Hinrichs, Bernard Kramer and 
F. B. Jansen. 


In the spring of 1870 the 
need of a parish house became 
apparent. In May, 1870, a col- 
lection was taken up and in June 
a one story residence, 16 x 26, 
was put up on the northwest 
corner of the church grounds. In 
July, 1870 P. Pirmine moved in 
as first resident pastor of Sts. 
Peter and Paul parish.

He 
now owns 240 acres of 
land on which he has 
built a most elegant 
home. He is a veteran 
of the civil war, he was 
engineer on a hospital 
train. Mr. Williams is 
one of the most enthu- 
siastic democrats in the 


county. 


W. D. VanOrnam 
came to Kansas fro 
Iowa in1873. He home- 
steaded 160 acres of 
land in Jewell county 
and lived there through 
drouth and grassfires.

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HON. WILLIAM 
MORRIS, was born in 
1820, in Edwardsville, 
Ill. He came to Kansas in 
1854, from Galesburg,

Brown used to 
call the three Morris 


brothers, George, Wil- 
liam and James, the 
‘three suckers.’ William 
Morris returned to IIli- 
nois in 1858, and lived in 
Knox County, till March, 
1863, when he brought 
his family again to Kan- 
sas, and settled on a farm 
three miles east of Wet- 


more, where he located 


in 1868, and built the 


third store in the town, 
his brother Nathaniel and 
himself doing business 
together as ‘Morris & 
Bro.,' until they were 
burned out in 1870. Each 
then built a store, and 


resumed business for 
himself. At the end of 
four years William 
Morris bought a farm 
northwest of Wetmore, 
which he sold in 1877. 
And packing all his 
earthly possessions re- 
turned with his family 
to Illinois, which State 
he traversed thoroughly 
without finding a loca- 
tion that suited him as 
well as in Kansas. Re- 
turning to Wetmore he 
bought a number of lots 
and built the store now 
occupied by Frager & 
De Forest, and was in 
business with Mr. 
Frager two years, then 
sold out and built two 
adjoining stores to the 
north. For the past three 
years Mr. Morris has 
lived quietly enjoying 
the comforts of his ele- 
gant home in the town. 
He came to the State in 
1854, a staunch De- 
mocrat, but became a 
Republican within a 
fortnight, thanks to the 
Missouri Democracy 
then dominant. In 1869 
he represented his dis- 
trict in the Kansas Leg- 
islature, and prior to 
that was a Commis- 
sioner of Brown 
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County. Mrs. Morris 
was Eliza Stump, of 
Knox County, Ill. They 
have one daughter now 
with them in Wetmore. 


JOHN RADFORD, 
JEWLER, was born in 
1836, in Devonshire, 
England, went to Lon- 
don in 1846, and fora 
few years was glad to 
subsist by doing any- 
thing to which he could 
honorably turn his hand, 
and by which he could 
turn a penny. Deter- 
mined to secure an edu- 
cation he attended night 
schools, lyceums, and 
mechanics' institutes, 
etc., and his conversa- 
tion and writings to-day 
show that the time was 
not misspent. For seven 
long years he was ap- 
prenticed to an ename- 
ler and engraver, at 
which trade he worked 
twelve years in all. Lib- 
eral ideas, socially, po- 
litically and religiously, 
early found lodgment in 
his brain, and a ready 
and energetic champion 
in his tongue and pen. 
"Bronterre O'Brien" 
was a coworker and in-

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timate friend. 'The Mu- 
tual Land Emigration 
and Co-operative Colo- 
nization Company 
(Limited),' was the 
rather pretentious name 
of an organization 
formed by the labors of 
James Murray and John 
Radford in London, in 
1868. One pound shares 
were issued, and each 
member allowed to won 
not to exceed fifteen 
shares. The idea briefly 
stated, was for the com- 
pany to buy land in one 
of the new American 
States, and to lease the 
same to actual settlers, 
who were to be reasona- 
bly well paid for devel- 
oping the raw land into 
farms. A tract of 729 
acres was bought in 
Harrison Township, Ne- 
maha County, Kan., and 
in 1869 six families, 
most of whom are now 
counted among our 
wealthiest and best peo- 
ple, like the Fullers, 
Stowells, Edgingtons, 
Radfords, etc. The 
grasshopper plague of 
1874 'wound up' the 
colony affairs; a Mr. 
Willson, a liberal- 


minded English gentle- 
man taking the land off 
the hands of the embar- 
rassed colonists. Mr. 
Radford came over in 
1874 as Organizing 
Agent, by special vote 
of the Association, but 
his efforts availed but 
little, "land was too 
cheap all around us" he 
says. After a few years 
of hard struggling, 
working at gardening, 
farming, engraving, and 
as a jeweler, he has fi- 
nally located his large 
farm in Harrison 
(bought of Mr. Wil- 
son), and opened up a 
very fair jewelry busi- 
ness in Wetmore. He 
had eight children by 
his deceased wife, 
Mary Days, who died 
in 1878. The present 
Mrs. Radford was 
Maria Slark. 


DON C. RISING, 
the eldest son of N. H. 
Rising, deceased, was 
born in 1844, and came 
to Kansas with the fam- 
ily in 1858; crossed the 
prairies in 1860; rode 
pony express for the 
stage company in the 
winter of 1862; was 


made assistant wagon- 
master in the United 
States service, and in 
1862, was a Isle No. 10, 
Pittsburg Landing, Shi- 
loh, Tuscumbia and Cor- 
inth; Kansas, and that 
year went with a train of 
185 wagons from Ft.

In September, 1870, a par- 
ish school was started. Al- 
ready, in June of that year, 
Rev. Pirmine had laid plans to 
finance it. Every member of 
the parish was taxed 25¢ 
monthly and for each child in 
school the tax was 
$1. At the end of 
1870 the average 
attendance was 25. 
Most of the fami- 
lies that lived in the 
country could not 
send their children 
on account of the 
distance. Of those 
who lived in town, 
all sent their chil- 
dren except two. Daniel Huhn 
was the first teacher and under 
him the children made wonder- 
ful progress. He was an excel- 
lent teacher and played the 
organ for the Sunday services. 


From a Jubilee program, 
issued by the State convention 
of Catholic Societies in session 
in Seneca in 1930, the follow- 
ing is also gleaned: 


“William Luckeroth was 
the first infant baptized after 
the parish was started. He was 
baptized June 11, 1869. That 
year, there were six baptisms, 
in 1870, thirty five, andin 
1919, fifty-nine. The first mar- 
riage record is that of Law- 
rence Hammes and Cahterine 
Lindemann. That took place 
Oct. 12, 1869. Witnesses were 
Mathias Stein and Elizabeth 


Stein. In 1869 there were 
two marriages. In 1870, 
three, in 1871, eleven and in 
1929, twenty-one. The first 
death record is that of Fran- 
cis Joseph Mueller. He died 
Sept. 6, 1875.” 


“The earliest entry in the 
baptismal record is that of 
August Wuester, who was 
baptized by Rev. Severin 
Rotter, O.S.B., June 12, 
1861.” 


“Nov. 12, Rev. John 
Meurs baptized Anna Dick, 
daughter of John Dick. He 
tended to the above stations, 
till January, 1865. Jan. 15, 
1865, Rev. Thomas Bartl, 
O.S.B. baptized Joseph Cof- 
fey. He remained only one 
year. April 24, 1866, John 
William Connell was bap- 
tized by Rev. Albert 
Heimann, Carmelite. He 
remained till Jan. 1868, 
when Father Pirmine came. 
From June, 1868, the entire 
territory was taken care of 
by the Benedictine Fathers 
from Atchison. From 1861 
up to 1900 the following 
names of priests appear on 
the batptismal record: 
Severin Rotter, John Meurs, 
Albert Heimann, Thomas 
Bartle, Pirmine Koumly, 
Timothy Luber, Emmanuel 
Hartig, Suitbert Demartteau, 
P. Casimir, Boniface Ver- 
heyen, Eugene Bode, Cole- 
man, Fridolin Meyer, Jo- 
seph Sittenauer, Longinus 
Neu, Peter Kassens, Marian 
Beyerl, Gerard Heinz, 


Raphael Wiffenbach, 
Eugene Phelan, Herman 
Mengwasser, Augustine 


Baker, Matthias Stein,

The cornerstone of the 
second church was laid April 
12, 1886 and formerly dedi- 
cated on May 22, 1887. Rt. 
Rev. Innocent Woif, D.D., 
Abbot of St. Benedict’s Col- 
lege, celebrated Pontifical 
mass. Rev. J. Phichler of 
Hanover gave the sermon. A. 
Bohemian sermon was given 
in the afternoon by Father 
Gaydedechek. 


The church was almost 
completely destroyed in the 
tornado of 1896. The steeple 
and a number of beautiful 
windows were demolished, a 
total loss of $20,000. A 
school building that had been 
started was delayed in build- 
ing. It became the duty of the 
pastor, Boniface, to rebuild 
the church and it was 
enlarged to its present size. 
Church property includes the 
Auditorium, built during the 
administration of Father 
Lawrence, the parish house 
and the parish school. 


Pastors who have served 
in recent years include Fa- 
ther Lawrence, Thomas, 
Gabriel, Cyril, Joseph, 
Hilary, Edgar, Raymond and 
the present pastors, Damian 
and Claude. 
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
